D 01 arfficult a thing it ts to produce forme, out of things ſhapeleſſe 
£ and deformed, and to preſcribe limits to things confuſed, there 
7s none but may eaſily percerve, if he ſhall take ? 
the Chaos-like contemperation of things, not onely diverſe, but re- 
= pugnant m Nature, hitherto concorporated in the generous profeſſi= 
on of Heraldry : as the forms of the pure Celeſtiall bodies, mixt with proſſe Ter- 
reftrials; Earthly Animals, with Watery ; Savage beaſts, with Tame 5 
Whole-footed beaſts,m:th Divided; Reptiles,w:th thinys Greflible; Fowles 
of prey,with Home-bred ; theſe again, with River Fowles; Aery Inſecta, 
with Earthly 5 alſo things Naturall, with Arrtificiall ; Arts Liberall, with Me- 
chanicall, Military, with Ruſticall ; and Ruſtick with Civill, Which confuſed 
mixture hath not a little diſcouraged many}erſons (otherwiſe wef} affetted to the 
ſtudy of Armory) and impaired the eſtimation of the profeſſion. For reareſſe 
whereof, my ſelf (though unableſt of many) have done my beſt, in this my Diſplay 
of Heraldry, to i falee this deformed lump, diſtributing, and digeſting each par- 
ticular ther eof into his peculiar rank ; where, albeit the iſſue of my enterpriſe be 
not anſierable to the height of my defires, yet do 1 aſſure my ſelf my labour herein 
will not be altogether fruitleſſe, Feraſmuch as hereby I have broken the Ice, and 
made way to ſome after-comers of greater gifts, and riper judgment, that may grove 
a fairer bogy to this my delineated rough draught, or ſhadow of a new framed me- 
thod. For if men o greateſt skill have failed to prve abſolute form to their works, 
notwithſtanding therr beſt endeavours, with little reaſon may ſuch perfettion be ex. 
pefttedfrom me, whoſe Talent zs ſo ſmall, as that I am forced to build wholly upon 
other mens foundations : and therefore may be thought to have undertaken anidle 
task, in writins of things formerly handled, and publiſhed by perſons of more ſuffici- 
ency an greater judgment. Notwithſtanding,who knoweth not, that as every man

wo Sometimes it is taken for all ſorts of warlike inſtruments;and in this ſenſe 
llitary. 
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How far the extent of this word Inſ#geia, or Enſignes, doth dilate it ſelfe, 
we may perceive by this, that it compriſeth generally all Signes, Markes, 
and Tokens of honour, due to well-deſerving perſoas, either in reſpect of 
their Goverament, Learaing, Wiſedome, Magnanimity, $&c. Thele albeit 
they have no goverament annexed to them, yet have they in them much 
honour, aad eſtimation, as were thoſe Pontificall Qrnaments, and Enlignes, 
wherewith Sia:on the high Pri?iÞ was adorned and furniſhed at ſuch time as 
he went to meet Alexarder, by means whereot his fury was appeaſed. In the 
like ſort did Pope Leo attire himſelf when he went to meet Atty/14 the Sythian 
Primce 5 who having ſubdued the Country of Hu«:gary, and deſtroyed Aqui- 
leta in Naly, came forwards to Rome with like intent. So allo did Pope Beme-, 
di mitigate the fury of Totila, as if there Jurked ſome ſecret force ang ma- 
jeſty m the very Ornaments and Enſignes. | 

Of the number of theſe Enfignes, are thoſe notes, markes, and ſhapes of 
Azimals, that martiall inen uſed to adorne the Creſts of their Helmets with- 
all,to make themſelves more eminent in the field:and to the end there might 
be better notice taken of their valorous actions when they encountered 
their enemies in B4tt:l! ; or ſhould draw on their forces to fight. Whereof 
we ſhall have cauſe to ſpeak hereafter in place more convenient, when we 
ſhall come to treat. of them particularly. 

The uſe of thele was yet extended farther than the adorning of $hzelds 
and Helmets onely : ,For Ships alſo and other Navigable Veſlſells, were alſo 
garniſhed and beautified in their fore-decks, yea, and that in very ancient 
time, for the diſtinguiſhing of one ſhip from anotherzas we may ſee, 4&s 29. 
11. Where Paul ſaith, he went in a Ship whoſe badge was Caſtor and Pollux. 
Alſo the fore-deck of Exropz that was carryed away, had a forme of a-Bu!l 
painted thereon, which gave occaſion to the Fable : That a Bull had ſtollen 
away Europa. Neither did the Ancients onely uſe this, but it hath been a re- 
ceived cuſtom 1n all Ages fithence,and yet continued with us unto this day. 
Hereof it cometh triat we give the Ships the names of the things that are 
depicted upon them, as the B:!, Bear, Lyon, Tygar, &*c. 

Arme: then as they are here meant, according to their originall and firſt 
uſe, may be thus defined - Armes are tokens or reſemblances ſ1gnify ing ſome 
at or quality of the Bearer. Or thus, Theſe $7gnes called 4r-2es are nothing 
elſe but Demonſirations and Teſtimonies of Nobility and of Worthy prowesfull 
exploits performed in Martiall ſervices, eſpecially if they be ancient,and be- 
ſtowed by a Voble and renowned Prince : And this is according to their uſe 
in the time of Alexander the Great, and fince untill of later times : But accor- 
ding to their modern (I mean fince the time of Charles the fourth) and pre- 3, D*finition 
ſent uſe, Ar»e may be ſaid to be Hieroglyphicall, or Enigmaticall Symboles or ho 
Signer, teſtifying and demonſtrating the Nobility or Gentry, acquired'by 
the vertue and good ſervice performed by their Bearer or ſome of his Ance- 
ſtors, either in martiall exploits abroad ; or by their learning and wiſedome 
which they attained to, by fpending their bodies and ſpirits in continuall 
ſtudy, to make themſelves fit for the patronage and defence of the Weal- 
publike at home. | 
— How great the dignity and eſtimation of Armes ever hath been, and yet 
is, we may eaſily conceive by this, that they doe delight the beholders, and 
greatly grace and beautifie the places wherein they are erected ; {o'alſo'they 

oe occalion their ſpetators to make ſerious inquiſition, whoſe they are, 
whois the owner of the houſe wherein they are ſet up,of what family their

There are ſometimes Armes borne that may ſeem to have been deviſed (in 

their firſt inſtitution)according to the Sir-names of the Bearers,as a Bear for 

Ur/oame, three Caltles for Caitlctor, three Conies for Coneiby, &&c, Whether 

thele beeither better or more ancient than other Arms, ic is a queſtion of 
more difficulty to be reſolved, than commodious if it were known, 

If there were two diſtinct families of one Sirname, yet bearing ſeverall 
Coat-Armours, it is no conſequence that they are originally iilued from 
the ſame Anceſtors;for their agreement of their Sirnames may be ſaid to be 
a probability, but yet it is no proof that they are both extracted trom the 
ſame Anceſtors, unleſs there be withall a reſemblance of their Coat-Ar- 
mours, which ate the expreſs notes of diſtinQion. 

In caſe where there are two families, diverſe in name, and iſſued from 
ſeverall parents 3 and both of them doe bear one and the felfeſame Coat- 
Armour, and the name of one of them is agreeable to the Coat-Armour, 
and the other difſonant from the ſame; The ſame being in queſtion, to whe 
ther of them this Coat doth properly appertain : it may be probably con- 
jecured, that he is interclied in the Coat-Armour whoſe appellation is a- 
greeable therewith ; rather than his, whoſe name hath no conformity with 
It, For names were inſtituted for differencing of each perſon from other ſe- 
verally, according to the ſaying, Sieut noming imventa ſunt ad cognoſcendos ho- 
mines: Ita Arma O& infignia ad recognoſcenduns homines ſunt invent. 

If rwo men of ſeverall Families ſhall beare one Coat-Armour, and have 
their abode in one Cometry or Territoriez and one of them can produce no 
more proof, why he doth arrogate the propriety thereof, than the other 
can; In ſuch caſethe cauſe ſhall be queſtioned before the Soveraign, or be- 
fore ſuch as doe from him derive their authority, for the hearing,examining 
and determining cafes of this nature ? Otherwiſe if either of them can prove 
that his Anceſtors received the ſame of the Kings gift, as a remuneration for 
lervice done, the Arwer ſhall be adjudged to be his. 

Alſo there is between theſe Armes and their Bearers, a kind of Sympathy or 
naturall participation of qualities , in ſo much as who ſo diſhonourably or 
unreverently uſcth the Arazes of any man, ſeemeth to have offered indigni-

As touching the antiquity of theſe ſignes which we call Armei, Diodorus The Antiqui- 
Siru'n3 maketh mention, that 0ſ5ris firnamed Jupiter the jaif, ſor to Chans 7 of Armes | 
the curſed fon of Neab, called of the Geptiles fanny, w_ baniſhed from Armorial. 
the bleſſed Tents of Sher and Japhet ; by reaſon of the curſe fallen upon his 
father, was conſtrained to ſeek ſome remote place wherein he might ſettle 
himſelte, his children, and people : for which putpole he afſethbled a great 
army, and appointed Heyr/et his eldeſt fon Captain. And in this [6 aticient 
an expedition of wars,as well 0/yris himſtIte,as Hercnler, Macedon, atid Anubis 
his ſons, and othpts, did paint certain $8i2yer upon theit Pields, bucklers, and 
other weapons which [ignes were after called Armes : As fot exathple,oſ5- 
ris barea Scepter royall, infigned on the top with an Fye : Hercules, 4 Lyon 
rampant holding a Battle-axe : Macedon a Wolfe,and Amubrs,a And we 
find 1h Home? and in Virgil, that the Heros had theit ſigntes or marks, where . 
by their perſons were diſtinftly known, and diſcetned in Katzeli, as well as 
their Ki1gs and commons had their publike Enſignes: For the Athenians bare 
the Owle ; The Perſtars, an Archer or Sagitary ſtamped in their coynes : The 
Romans bare an Eagle, Minvranre and ſundry other ſhapes, which (according 
to Pliny) they bare in Battell unto the time of Marine, who bare in his En- 
ſigne ati Fagle, Argent: figuted and emboſled, Snswne haute longue, as may be 
ſeen in ancient Medals, and chiefly in which is found this word, Alls-wtio, 

Pau'us Emilins ſaith, That antiently the French Kings did beare, Argent, The ancient 
three V1adems, Gules, Others ſay, they beare three Toades, Sable, in a field, —n—_" —_ 
Vert, alias Sinople, which cannot be good Armory, as the Maſters of that - 
myſtery doe hold, becauſe of Colovr upon Colpwr. 

Whence they received thoſe Armes it i3 not certaitly known, unleſs they 
had them from the Romans, | 

But their opinion is more probable who by the Baz of the Shield of 
France, would ſhew that the firſt Frank#r cotifilt of $icum'bri (a people of 
G:rmany, inhabiting che Marehes of Frizelerd, rowards HeVand, Zeland ard 
Gelderiand) gave unto them, Atyre, which teſembleth che water (whick be- 
ing calme repreſenteth the colour of the Hedvess) and therein three flower de 
Lts, Or, which doe grow plentifully in thoſe Marches, and doe flouriſh in 
May, and Jane, 

Others aftirme, that the ſame was ſetit by an 4»gell froth Heawtn to Clovis, 
the firſt Chriſtian King of France, 

But Gregory of Towers in his Hiſtory menitioned no ſuch thing, neither doth 
it appeare that they bear thoſe Ares before the time of King Pippin, but 
after the time of Lewis Le Groſſe; at which titne it ſeemeth that Armories be- 
on - become hereditary, and were transferred from Father to $0# Itieach

In the firſt aſſumption of theſe Signes, (every man did take to himſelfe 
ſome ſuch Beaſt, Bird, Fiſh, Serpent, or other creature as he thought beſt fic- 
ting his eſtate, or whoſe nature and quality did in ſome ſort quadrate with 
his own, or whereutito himſelf was in forme refpett in quality like or wiſh- 
ed to be reſembled ynto. Bx #4: quibus quiſque waxime deleBainr qualis etiant 

f#+ ipſt cognoſcitar,The reaſon is,Fot that no man is delighted but with things 
that are like himſelf. Therefore wherein any man is ſpecially delighted, 
himſelf alſo is foand to be in quality much Hke unto them.

Uſcof Armes, AS their inſtitution is not new,but very ancient,derived almoſt from the 

unirerſall, beginning of the World , ſo their uſe was.not limitedor reſtrained to ſome 
few particular Nations, Kingdomes and Countries, but moſt largely ſpread 
all the World over,in ſo much, as there is no Nation, Country or people, fo 
ſavage or barbarous, but that they have their particular Signes, whereby 
they may particularly and diſtinitly be known and diſcerned from others,

The principal! end for which theſe ſfignes were firſt taken up, and putin 
uſe, was, that they might ſerve for notes and markes to diſtinguilh tribes,fa- 
milies and particular perſons;each from other; but this was not their onely 
uſe, for that they ſervedalſo to notifie, to the ingenuous beholder of them, 
(after ſome ſort) the naturall quality, and diſpoſition of their Bearers ; ' and 
ſo behoovefull was this invention thought to be,and their uſe ſo reaſonable 
as that they have been entertained of all ſucceeding poſterities, among all 
Nations,and continued (even to this day) without any immutation or alte- 
ration of their primary inſtitution. Theſe Armoriall Enſignes thus ingeniouſly 
deviſed had a further uſe; for they ſerved alſo for the more commodious 
diftribution of Nations, Tribes, and Families, 1oto Regiments and Bands ; 
as alſo for aſſembling,conduftiog, avd governing of them in martiall expe- 
ditioos,and diſtinguiſhing (as I have ſhewed) of particular perſons in wars, 
as well amongſt themſelves as from their enemies; becauſcit often falleth 
out by reaſon of the likenefſe of Armour and Weapons, of Diſcipline of 
War,and of Language and Voice (in defaulc of ſuch fignes) that much trea- 
chery is wrought, and many men after battell or skermiſh doe make their 
retreat to the troops of the Enemy, to the danger of their ſurpriſe, pr loſle 
of life : So then itis clear that this is one uſe of theſe Notes, or Markes of di 
ſtinQion called 4raes,thar if a-man ſhall meet or encounter us, we do forth- 
with diſcover by the zote or warke that he bcareth, whether he be friend 
or enemy; and for ſome of thaſe uſes and ends;which I have formerly ſhew- 
ed, Thele Armorial!

Private 4r22 are ſuch as are proper to private Perſons, whether they be 
pumbred in ranck of the greater Nobility, as Dukes, MHurqueſſes, Eurles, Viſe 
ccunts and Barons, having no Soveraign or abſolute power: or of the lefler 
Nobilty-or. Gentry, Knights, Eſquires and Gentlemen 5 neither yet are they 
Enfignes of any ordinary dignity, but peculiar to their Family, and may

For Armes or Armorial] 1okens, pertaining to ſome particular Family , 
doe deſcend to every peculiar perſon extracted from the fame Agr1tion, 
whether they b- heirs to their father or Grandfather,or not.

ſaid Charles the fourth, received in reward -for.his Armes from the (aid 
Emperour, this Coat- Armour, vis, Or, 4 Lion rampant his taile forked, 
Gules, which after ward deſcended ſuccefitvely to his children and poſte- 
rity. But Bartho'vs (though he were a molt ſingular and perfe(t Civilian) 
becauſe he was unexperienced in Martiall diſcipline, durſt not at firſt 
aſſume the bearing of thoſe Arz2e- : But afterwards upon better advile he 
bare them, knowing how unfit it was to refuſea reward given by ſo po- 
tent an Emperour. And this was a noble inſtitution of Charles the fourth, 
that not onely the skilfull profeffors of the Civill Lawes, but the learned 
proficients,and the judicious [tudents,in other Arts and Profeſſions,might 
receive remuneration for their vertues, Honor exine alit Artes, omneſque in- 
cenduxinr ad ſtudia gloria, Abr.Fra,pa. 76, And without all: doubt there is 
great reaſon that. A4rmes ſhould be diltributed unto men, .renowned for 
their learning & wiſdome, who with expence,even of their lives & ſpirits 
in continuall ſtudy, toenable themſelves to be fit for tb ſerve the Weal- 
publick at home, by magiſtracy,and civill government, wherein they.may 
no lefſe merit reward of their Prince at home, by: their politick managing 
of civill affaires; than the 34ari#a// man i abroad, with his brandiſhed 
{ſlaughtering ſword, ſithence they oftentimes in their civill government, 
doe preſcribe limits to Martial attairesalſo, how farre they ſhall extend 
their power,according to that ſaying of Cicero; Offici.1.Parva ſunt forit Ar- 
*14,nift eſt confilium domi.And this is the cauſe that Armes are given for re= 
muneration 1n later times,as well to learned and religiousmen,as to Mar- 
tiall men ; yet not ſo much for their valour, as for their wiſdome,and to

To ſpeak properly of a rule : It may be ſaid tobe a- 
ny ſtraight or levell thing, whereby lines are drawn in a direct and even 
form. In reſemblance whereof,- we here underſtand it, to be a briefe pre- 
cept or inſtruction for oe or doing of things aright, as witneſleth 
Calepine, ſaying, Regula per tranſlationen dicitur, brevis rerun preceptio, that 
1s to ſay, a compendious or ready inſtruction of matters. 

Rules aretaken for brief documents preſcribed for the delivery, or ap- 
prehenfion of ſome Art or: Science , by theſe the wits and inventions of 
men are much'comforted and quickened, according to that ſaying of Se- - 
meca, Ingenii vis preceptis alitur &* creſcit, non aliter quam ſcintilla flatu levi 
adjuts, novaſque perſnaſiones adjicit innatas,&* depravatas corrigit. The force 
of wit is nouriſhed and augmented by Rules or Precepts ; like as a ſpark

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T hi:colour is moſt commonly taken in Blazor for the metall $:lver,and 
is termed Argent, whereſoever the ſame is found, either in Field or 
Charge. This Metall repreſenteth Water, which (next to the Aire) 1s the 
nobleſt of all the Elements, and in Armory it is termed Argent,for that it 
approacheth neer to the Luminary Bodies. To this Metall is given the ſe- 
cond place next to Gold, in regard that the Armory cannot be good, that 
hath not in it cither Ge/d, or $:{ver : Trallo for another cauſe bare the 
reſemblance of Water, which ſcowreth, clenſeth, and putteth away all 
filth and unclcanneſs:For in Blazor it berokeneth innoceney, cleannefle of 
life and chaſtity ; amongſt complexions it is likened to fleame, as for the 
eſteem of this Metal Silzer, we may obſerve in all Ages that Emperors, 
Kings, and Princes had and yet have their veſlels of chief uſe of Silver ; As 
for thbeabundance of this Metall, you may read 2 Chron. 9, How every man 
brought unto Salomon preſents, being weſſels of Silver and veſſels of Gold, and 
Raiment ard Armour, and ſweet Odors, Horſes and Mules frons year to year, 
And the King gave Silver in Jeruſalem as ſtones,&*c.. Such was the plentifull 
abundance of this Metall in the dayes of Sa/omon.la compoſition of Armes, 
it isaccounted a fault worthy blame to blazon this other wiſe thanArgent, 
but in doubling of antlers it is not ſo taken : for therein it is not under- 
ſtood tobe a Metal), but the Skin or Furre of a little beaſt called a Lits- 
7#1,ſo named (as I conceive) Lithuania,now called Lutes, a part of Sarmatis 
confining upon Polonia.this Furre hath been heretofore much uſed by the 
ancient Metrons of the honorable Citie of Londow, even by thoſe that 
were of the chiefeſt account, who ware the ſame in a kind of Bonnet called 
corruptly a Lettice cap,

Furres (uled in Armes) are taken for the Skzns of certain beaſts, 
ſtripped from the bodies, and artificially trimmed, for the furring, dou- 
bling, or lining of Robes and Garments, ſerving as well for ſtate and mag- 
nificence,as for wholeſome and neceſlary uſe. And theſe thus trimmed 
and imployed, are called in Latine pe/zcei, 2 pellendo, of driving away, 
(quite contrary in ſenſe, though like in ſound, to pel/ices 4 pel/icends, for 
drawing all to them) becauſe they doe repell and reſiſt the extremities of 
cold, and preſerve the bodies that are covered with them, in good tem- 
perature. 

Theſe are uſed as well in doublings of the Mantles pertaining to Coat=

Yet doth 
he particularly b/azo» the Coat of Walcot, fol. 106. in the Atchievement of 
the Right Honenrable Lord, Sir William Cecil, Knight, lute Lord Treaſirer of 
England, where he might fitly have taken exception againſt ſuch bearing, 
if he conld have produced any good ground for warranting ſuch his opt- 
nion 5 in default whereof he there paſleth the ſame over with ſilence, 
knowing that Antiquity and Cuſtome ( which hath the vigour of alaw, 
where there 1s no law written) are powerfull in thiogs of this nature: , 
he ſecretly relinquiſheth his opinion, foraſmuch as it is maniteſt, that not 
onely Walcot but Kingſmell, and many others, both ancient and modern, 
hath uſed ſuch bearing without contradiction. of

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be obſerved, that Conſuls were habited ſometimes, in Coat-Aitmours, cal- 
Jed Paludamenta, and ſometimes in Kiriles called Trabi4, which was a kind 
of garment worn by Kg: under their Mantles of State. So that they were 
ſometimes ſaid to be 1rabeat1,& fomtimes to be Paladati,according to theſe 
ſeverall habits. Alſo the Lidores were Officers that uſually attended theſe 
Conſuls, and were like unto Sergeants, or Mmiſters appointed to infli cor- 
porall puniſhment upon offenders, and were moſt commonly jn number 
twelve. Theſe alſo attended the Conſnllto the wars, inveſted alſo with 
Coat-Armour. 

Concerning thoſe DepiGe penule formerly mentioned, they are ſaid to 
bave been in uſe with Emperonrs of later ages, that were addicted to wan- 
tonneſs and delicacie, whereof 1rangquillas,in Caligula, writeth in this man- 
ner, Veſtity, calcealuque E& cetero habitu, neque patrio, neque anili, ac ne virili 


_ quidem, ac denique non Lumano ſemper uſu: eſt : ſepe depi as gemmataſque Pe- 


nulas indutns, Wolf. Lazins in Comment. Reip. hb. 8. 857. If you obſerve the 
proportion of this vaire, you ſhall eaſily diſcern the very ſhape of the caſe 
or kin of little beaſts, in them; for ſo did ancient Governors and Princes 
of the world (ſaith Sir Joh» Ferne in Lac. Nob. pag. 86.) line their pom- 

us Robes, with ſurre of divers colours, ſowing one skin to another after 
the plaineſt faſhion. There is yet another kind of ſwrs much differing from 
all other the fwrres before expreſſed, not oncly in ſhape, but in name alſo, 
as in example. 

This ſort of furre or dowbling, was (as Leigh noteth) 
of ſome old: Herald: called varry cuppy, and varry taſſa, 
which (faith he) is as much to ſay, as a Furre of cups, 
but himſelf calleth it Aeire, for ſo he reckoneth it 
well blazoned, and very ancient, and a Spaniſh coat.

Thoſe I call Ancent differcn:es, that were uſed in ancient time for the

withall,and faith; they may be borne cither even or 9dde, to the number 
of nine. Bu444, an ancient Writer, affirmeth them to be Tongs, and that 
they may not be'borne but odde. Alcratxs in his Parergon nameth them 
Plaziez or Plaits of garments. Bartolns calleth them Caxdles.Some other A4u- 
thors call them Filer, and others Lambeanx or Labels, In this fo great un- 
certainty, I forbear to determine anything, ſceing thoſe fo learned can- 
not certainly refolve among -themlelves what they are.

Army, 1oab, would have given the Adeerger that brought him newes that 
Abſalom washanged by the baireof the head in an 0ke,it he had (lain him, 
where Jo«b ſaith, Wby haſt thou not killed h1m, that ſo 1 might have rewarded 
thy ſervice with tex Sbekles of $1iver, azd a girdle ( or an arming Belt,? \ For 
ſome tranſlate it Cingulum, ſome Baltheum. Amongſt the J{zordoni ang it 
was ordained by a Afilitary law (ſaich Alex. ab Alex.) thafthe Sonldier that 
had not killed an Enemy, Non Militari Cingulo,ſed cap: ſtro-cingeretur 5 ſhould 
n0t be girt with an Arming girdlebut with a halter. And not without reaſon 
isa man adorned witha 4itaty girdle, fignifying he myftbealwaies in a 
readineſs to undergoe the buſineſle of the wea/publike; for the more ſpeedy 
performance of which charge;beſhould havehis garments cloſe girt unto 
his body, that the looſenefle of them ſhoald .give no impediment to the 
EXECUtIan of his aſſumpted charge and enjoyned ſervices. And theſe tokens 
of Chivalry were lo highly eſteemed in ancient times, that Saint Amzbroſe 
ſaith,in his age Dxces,& Principes,omnes etiam militantes,operoſis cingulis aus 
ro ſu'gente pretioſts, ambinnt,&c. Great Captains, Princes and Martiall men,de- 
light to wear their Belts curiouſly wrought,and glittering with gold, &c. 

As the beſtowing of this M4iitary Girdle, was reputed very honourable, 
becauſe none were to receive it but men of merit, (o alſo was it ever ac- 
counted moſt diſhonourable for any juſt cauſe to be again deprived of the 
dignity thereof;neither ſhould ſuch an one be reſtored thereunto,but up- 
on very fingularand efpeciall defert,as Feretizs noteth, where he ſaith, 4u- 
guſtus laudabiliter militarem diſciplinam gejſit ſeveriſſume: O' privatos militari 
C ingulo AWBGHA1 reſtituit,niſt illos pr# ceteris virtuinm merita inſl gnirent; Aw- 
guſtus the Emperor got much honor by the ſeverity of bis Military Diſciplane: for 
if a man were once deprived of his Arming girdle, he never would reftore it unleſs 
he performed ſome excellent ſervice above all others Not withſtanding, there 1s 
alſo one kind of putting off the Beir,of no lefſe honour, than the putting on 
of itz yea much more glorious it is,in that it is-the ed and perfeF:0op of the 
other ; and that is, when the vitory is atchieved, viGory being the end of 
Arming,as peace is of Battle, To which purpoſe is that ſaying, 1 Reg. 20.11. 
Ne jaGet ſe qui je accingit ut qui diſcingit : Let not him boaſs who girds himſelf 
as be that doth ungird: meaning we muſt not triumph (as the ſaying is) be- 
fore the viffory 3 but it being once attained, it is the honour of a generous 
mind, to put off his Bel?, and not to ſanguine his blade with cold blood.

Duo rilu (ut nos dicimns) Equites ourati 
degradantur.T he depriving of the Belt (which was wont to be tearmed, the di- 
ſcinFure or ungirding) is at this day ſtill in uſe amongſt Knights, and with more 
ignominy than was in ancient times ; which is nothing elſe but that which we 
call degrading of a Knight. If any aske me how this comes about that ſuch 
Degradation of a Knight,is more infamons than of.old:Ianſwer,it is becauſe 
it is more rare, and therefore more remarkable. If again, yonaske why 
it is more rare than of old ; I anſwer,it is becauſe it is more infamoys, and 
therefore Princes more unwillingly to inflict it, Howſoever, the truth is, 
that baſe and uknightly aFions and qualites, deſerve a baſe andunknight- 
ly chaſtiſement.

All Angels are of like ſprituall ſubſtance, of like intelligent facultie, of 
like will and choice 3 In fine all of them created a like good, and in nature 
perfe&t. Nevertheleſle,as all men by nature and natural] dignity are alike, 
but by accident ſome of them are of more eſteeme and worthineile than 
others : So it isalſo with Angels, inaſmuch as ſome of them(if we give cre- 
dit to Philoſophers) are appointed to attend the motion of the Heavens, 
others to expreſle the rage of Devils, as appeareth 7b 8. Others have 
charge of preſervation of Kingdomes, and to keepe under the rage of Ty- 
rants, as 1s manifeſt Darzel 20. Some have charge of ſome particular 
Church, others of Apoitles and Paſtcurs, and others of private perſons,? al. 
91. Andall of them are by Scripture ſaid to be Miniſtring Spirits, 

Of this diverſicie of funRions,and ſeverall adminiltrations, it is thought 
(becauſe ſome of thele offices are of higher imployment than others are) 
that ſome of them are ſimply called Angels, ſome Archangles, ſome Vertnes, 
ſome Dominations, as Saint Hizrome expreſly ſheweth. 

And albeit theſe heavenly Spirits be in their owne nature void of all corpo- 
real or material (ubltance, yet is It certain, when it pleaſed God lo to im- 
ploy them, they had aſſumpted bodies for the time, to theend they might 
the more cticCtually accompliſh the ſervice that God had injoyned them. 
Such bodies had the three Angels that appeared to Abraham, Gen. 18. Such 


bodies alſo had the two Angels that came unto Lot, Gemeſ. 19. And as God =o 
$S» 


gave them bodies for that time, ſo did he give them alſo the faculties an- 
{werable to ſuch bodies: viz, towalke,talk ,cate,drink,and ſuch like. Theſe 
bodies and bodily faculties were given them, to the end they might more 
familiarly converſe and diſcourſe with the godly, to whom they were 
ſent, and the better perform the charge injoyned them, inſomuch as they 
did unfainedly eate and drink, as Zanchins noteth; whereby they did the 
better conceal their proper zatzre, untill ſuch time as they ſhould make 
known unto men what they were indeed. Hereupon it ſeemeth the 4»- 
cients of forepatled ages have uſed the bearing of Angels in Coat-Armours, 
according to thoſe bodily ſhapes and habits wherein they appeared unto 
men, as in example, | 4 

The F7zeld is Fepzter, an Angell volant iz ber , poia- 
ting to the Heavens with his right hand, and with his 
left to the Earth, habited 1n a Roabe cloſe girt, Sol :

The Unmoveable is holden to be that witermoſt Sphear that gliſtereth ſo 
gloriouſly as that it dazeleth the Tharpeft ſight of man,and is called Celurns 
Empyrenm, the fiery Heaven : whereof we ſhall be better able to judge and 
ſpeak, when God ſhall bring us thither, and yet our Star-gaZers will take 
upon them to talk ſo confidently and particularly of thoſe incomprehen- 
fible bodies,as if they had been there and ſurveyed every corner thereof. 
This celc5t:all Globe (according to Seribonis ) 1s the Manſton place and Pal- 
lace of all the Heavenly Natures 5 wherein the Angels and other the-Bleſed of 
Ged,do with endleſs joy behold the preſence of Almighty God face to face.” 
To this place (according to the ſame Author) were Enoch, Flies and Pawt 
rapt up before their deaths, 

But now for more orderly progreſiion herein foraſmuch as we have ac- 
caſion here offered to ſpeak of a Sphear, we will firſt ſhew what a Sphear 
is, and ſo proceed to the reſt. : 

A Sphear is a figure or body exa@ly round of all parts, and void of g,4e.r wha. 
all angles and corners. The $pberical/ or round forme is of all other the Sphericall

It was re- 
quilite, that the perfeCteſt body (ſuch as the heavens are) ſhould re- 
ceive the perfecteſt form, which is the orbicular or round figure, Figure 
Spherica (laith Arift. Lib. de Celts C& mundo) eſt omminm figurarum nobilior. 

The motion of the Heavens is the moſt I1ncere and unlaboured of-all 
motions, M»vetur enim ſine labore, & fatigatione, Ariſt, de Clo 2, Asalſo it 
is ſaid in Feel. 16, 26, The Lord hath Jet bis Works in good Order from 1he be- 
ginning, and part of theme he (undredſrom the other, when he firſt made thews. 
He hath garniſhed his works ſor ever, and their beginning ſo long as they ſhall &n- 
dure : they are not hungry,nor wearied in their [ubours, nor ceaſe from thety 0f- 
fices, Ver. 27. Again, None of them hindreth another neither was any of them d:j- 
obedient 10 kis words, Ver, 28. He buiideth his Sphears in the H:aver, and hath 
laid the foundations of the Globe of El:ments in the earth : be calleth the waters 
of the Sea, and powreth then out upon 1he open earth ; the LO RD 14 his name, 
Amos 9. 6. | 

The matter whereof the Hezvers are compoſed, hath in it this naturall 
property, Not to be moved violent]y,neither yet naturally to reſt. As the 
ſame Author teſtifieth in theſe words, Natura materie Colt eſt innata,now 
movere violenter & non quieſcere naturaliter, Lib. de celo + without intermiſ.- 
ſion is the motion of the Heavens. Therefore are high and noble Spirits 
reſembled to the celc{tiall bodies,according to Lipſexs, Aiti £thereique ani- 
m3.ut ipſe ether, ſemper gaudent motu : Men of ethereall or heavcnly ſpicits 
cannot be idle, but are evermore in action, and exerciſe of things commen- 
dable and vertuous,being thereto moved,and quickened by an honelt and 
free diſpoſition and affe(tion of the will and defire of the mind : Omnia e- 
mim honeſta opera (laith Seneca) voluntas inchoat, occaſto perficit. But vercue 
hardly receiveth her due merit at all ſeaſons. Neverthelcſle, Sepe honora- 
ta eſt virtus, etiam ubi eam fefellit exitus, 

The circular motion receiveth beginning in it ſelf, and hath the ſmoo- 
theſt paſſage : for in all other forms you ſhall find Ang'es, either more or 
lefle, which do give impediments to motfon, whereby they give occaſion 
of tome ſtay or reſt (as | have ſaid before.) Therefore it behoveth, that 
the lincereſt body ſhould be fitted with the ſimpleſt form and motion. In 
this kind of motions of the Heavens,is ſignified the very eternity of God, 
wherein there is neither beginning nor ending to be found;and therefore 

it 1s rightly ſaid by the Apoſtle, The inviſible things of God, are conceived and 
underſtood by his creatures : as alſo his everlaſting power and divine cllence, 
whereof his viſible works are the expreſle Characters, 

Mercurins Triſmegiits in his deſcription of God, reſembleth him to a 
Sphear, ſaying, Dews eſt Sphera,qut ratione ſapientiaque comprehenditur cujus 
centrum eit ubique, circumferentia vero nuſquam, &c. . God is a Sphear that is 
apprehended by reaſon, whole center is every where, and his circumfe- 
rence no where. For God hath neither beginning nor ending, he wants be- 
ginning becauſe he was not made by any ; but was himſelf the Creator of 
all things : and he is void of ending, by reaſon that he had no beginning ; 
| Nam quicquid fimiar, in {#2 principia reſolvitur, Whatſoever hath an end, 
the ſame is reſolved intathat it. was at the firſt.

Though it may ſeem to thee (Courteous Reader) that I doe undertake 
a needlefle labour in manifeſting that the glorious Heavens and Earth. 
were formed and framed by the moſt powerfull God a thing fo frecuenc 
in the ſacred Scriptures,and alſo fo clear,as that no man can doubt there- 
of : yet give me leave for my own particular,who do labor to apprehend 
every occaſion,to publith the glory of the Ecernall and Omnipotent God 
(which is the main and principall end of our Creation)eſpecially fithence 
the order of my Method requireth the ſame ; and that bonum aliquod. ; @- 
pins repetitum deleGat ; Give me leave, I ſay, ig this my latter impreſſion, 
to reprove my lelfe for my too much neglefted duty in my former: that 
ſo,though very late, yet at the laſt, I may prefer the glory of God b<fore 
the order of Acibod.

that continual! moving- Haven, which with his (wift Revolution (wayeth all mamcnc. 


the Inferior Orbes, and is called in Latine Firmamentum (according to Scri- 
bonins) 4 firmitate, that is, of the ſtabil:ty thereof 3 meaning (as I conceive) 
either.the durable ſubſoſting of it,or elſe the unmoveablenels of the two Poles, 
Ariick and Antariick : otherwile,one lelfeſame thing cannot be ſaid to be 
moveable and conſtant, but in a divers reſpect ; even as an Iroz wheele in a 
Clock, though ſtill in motion, yet both in reſpect of the metalline ſolidity, 
and of the ſure faſtning to the Axel/, it may be ſaid to be Firme and Un- 
moveable, It any man bear a repreſentation of the Heavens, in his Coat-Ar- 
mour, whether the ſame have the likeneſſe of a Solid or Armill Sphear, 
they mult be reduced to this head: of this kind did the famous Archimedes 
chooſe for his Device, who before his death, commanded that a Sphear 
ſhould be ingraven on his Sepulcbre. And ſuch a bearing is honourable for 
any great profeſſor of Aiironomy,not ſuch witleſſe wizards and fortune tellers 
as uſually deceive the world with their idle predictions, but thoſe noble 
ſpirits, whoſe Exgle-eyes ſearch out the true natures, revolutions and pro- 
perties of thoſe Swperzall Efences. 

The regardfull conſideration of the Heavens and the Ornaments thereof, 
together with their certain and orderly motions, ſhould mightily move and 
porrena us to raiſe up our thoughts, from the love and contemplation of 

aſe and earthly objects (whereon we uſually dote) to the admiration of 
his unſpeakable power and /ove of his incomprehenſible goodneffe, who made 
ſuch a wonderfull ArchiteFure 3 firſt, to ſerve for our uſe in this life, and 
afterward,to be our bleſſed Palace and a in a better life. For though 
all creatares demonſtrate the wiledome of their wonderfull work-rafter, 
yet the Heavens, eſpecially declare bis glory, and the firmament his handy- 
work . which made the godly King David, to riſe out of his bed in the 
2ight, to behold the Heavens, and thereby to call to mind the perverfi- 
ty of Man, which never keeps the courſe that God preſcribeth, whereas 
thoſe bodies though void of ſenſe, yet from their firlt creation never fal- 
tered 1n their endlefle journies.

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The Field is, Or,a Spheare, Azure, beautified and re- 
pleniſhed with manifold variety of Celeſtiall bodres, en- 

vironing the 1erreſtriall Globe, All proper. 
1 Theſe were the Ornaments wherewith the Shild of 
that famous and valiant Grecian Captain Achilles was 
Illuftrated and [garniſhed : Which he cauſed to be en- 
graven therein,to the end that the mind of the behol- 
ders of them might be raiſed thereby to a conſiderate 
contemplation and meditation of the admirable pow- 

N er and wiſedomeof the Omnipotent Creator of them: 
which 'Duty whoſoever performeth, he accompliſheth che ſumme and 
effe& of all true Nobility. | 
This $b3eld did Vulcan garniſh with variety of ſtarres of manifold kinds, 

and added thereto the $kilfull feates and practiſes alwell of Peace as of 
Warres,and all their rights and Offices; omitting (in a manner) nothing 
pertaining to the well-governing of the aſſemblies and ſocieties of men. 

By this invention did he labor to'manifeſt unto us that there is no ſ6721d 
more powerfull to reſt the vehement and violent aflaults of adverſe for- 
tune; than for a man'to be furniſhed throughout with the compleat Ar- 
mour of cardinall'vertnes, ſo ſhall he be fitted and prepared to ſuſtaine 
whatſoever brunt, otforcible encounter hall affaile him. 

If we ſhall compare this $hze/d of Achilles, thus garniſhed and furniſhed 
with manifold varieties of things, both Celeſtzall and Terreſtriall, with thoſe 
Coat- Armours that'con(iſt of Lyons, Griffons, Eagles, and ſuch other Ani- 
mals, or ravenous creatures3 we ſhall find that tobe more available to 
chaſe away and foil all 'paſſionate perturbations of the mind, occaſioned 
by the concurrence of fome ſudden and unexpected danger,than any,orall 
of theſe together can be:by how much that compriſeth a mixture of cala- 
mities and comforts together. For as the G/»be of the earth doth repreſent 
unto us the dreadfull and diſmall dangers that attend our mortall ſtate,b 
reaſon of the manifold: mutability of things S»blxnar,to the daunting Cob. 
tentimes) of the molt valiant : ſo contrariwiſe,the Celeſtiall forms do re- 
preſent unto usan Antidote or preſervative againſt all dangerous events 
and Accidents, when we call to mind that thoſe Celeſtial! powers, or ra- 
ther Gods power in them, is able to divert or mitigate in a moment all 
harmefull events and dangers whatſoever, be they never ſo deadly. For 
theſe Celeſtial] bodies are Gods mighty and ſtrong Army, wherewith he 
oftentimes diſcomfiteth and ſubdueth his enemies, and ſuch as ſeek the 
ſpoil and deſtru@ion of his chofen people. As we may ſee Judg.5. 20. They 
fought from heaven,even the Stars in their courſes fought againſt Sifera. The Sun 
ſtated his courſe at the prayer of Joſuah, 10. 12, And the Sun abode,and the' Moon 
ſtood ſtill, umill the people avenged themſelves upon their enemies, ver. 13. And 
there was no day like that before it,nor after it that the Lord harkmed to the voice 
of man, for the Lord fought for Tjrael. And again, Eccl. 46. 4. Stood not the Sun 

ill by his means,and one Day was as long as two, ver. 14. | 

By theſe viſible forms we ſhould be incited and provoked (upon their 
view) toinvocate the moſt powerfull God, for his aid and deliverance, 
when wefind our ſelves any way diſtreſſed or beſet with perils by the ex- 
ample of Jo}. He called unto the moſt high governor, when the Enemies 
preſſedupon him onevery ſide.,and the mighty Lord heard him, & fought 
for him with Hail-ftones, and with mighty power. So ſhould we receive 


like 
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like comfort in all diſtreſſes, as Joſnah did, Thus ſhould their view put 

us evermore in mind,to raiſe our thoughts to Godward, and take every 

occaſion to glorifie him,by invocating him for his aide 3 and ſay with the 

Kingly Prophet David, I lift my Eyes to the Hils frome whence cometh my help, 

ec. So ſhould we evermore in all diſtre{les fiad the comfort of his ever- 

ready and never failing promiſe and providence : For i= all things, 0 Lord, 

thou haſt magnificd and glorified thy people, And haſt not deſpiſed 1o aſſiſt them 

in every 1ime and place, Wiſedome 29.21, —_— _ 
Theſe kinds of Coat-Armours are ſo much more ndble and excellent, 

than theſe that we receive by deſcent from our Progenitors (as remune- 
rations of their vertuous demerits) by how much they have in them ſtore 
of Art, witty Invention, and of efficacy to admoniſh and'put us in mind 
to perſiſt in the performance of our Duties. 

This manner of adorning of Shie/ds doth Aldrovandus commend above all 
other garniſhings, ſaying, N7h1l £que atque Philoſophia, ab ommibys agverſis 
tuefur,nihil ejus explicalu aplins eſt ad ſcutum exornandun & bneitin Ehere 
is nothing that doth ſo ſafely protect a man againſt the damage of adverſe 
Fortune,as Philoſophy doth, neither is there any thing more fit and ſeem- 
ly to beautifie a Sh7e/d withall than the explanation thereof. | 

Emblems, Hicroglyphicks, and Enlignes of noble Families, inaſmuch as 
they do inſtruct our eyes unto vertue, they cannot be defaced opblemi- 
ſhed without great wickedneſs ; The reaſon thereof doth'Fagnifinrgive 
in theſe words, Cum virtuium imaginibus tantiunm debemns, quantum mutis 
preceptoribus : $1 ill# tamen mute dici poſſunt, qui in ſilentio omni Do@rina 
ſunt verboſiora. Of all the things that are (ſaith Czcero) there is nothing in 
the world that is better,nothing more excellent,nothing more beautifull 
and glorious to behold 3 and not only that there is, but that nothing 
can be thought or imagined to be of more ſurpaſſing beauty than the 
world; whereunto Lipſixs annexeth this addition, examine the univerſa- 
lity thereof, conſider the great and ſmall parts thereof,and you ſhall find 
them compoſed and compacted in ſuch orderly ſort, as that they cannot 
poſlibly be bettered for ufe, or more glorious to behold. The conſiderati- 
on whereof moved King David to break forth in admiration. 

The $Sphericall figure 18 of all other forms thefaireſt,the moſt capable,and 
the ſimpleſt, and comprehendeth all other forms : In a Spherical/ Line the 
-end is all one with the beginning, therefore it doth aptly agree with the 
nobleſt and p:rfefteſt Body,ſuch as the Heavens are. 

There is nothing that more apparently exprefſeth the Spherical/ or round 
Form of the Heavens than doth the $## by his Circular motion ; The 
Sn, ſaith Salomon, Eccl. 1. 5. riſeth and goeth down,and drawcth to bis place 
where he riſeth. 

To the moſt fimple body, the ſimpleſt motion is due,as alſo the fimpleſt 
form and ſhape, 

Thoſe things are ſaid to be moved without labour, which are moved 
- without any intermitlion or reſt,or any appetite or defire of reſt : ſuch is 
the motion of the Heavens, becauſe they are Circular or round : in the 

Circzar motion there is no reſt at all, 

That the world is 0rbicwlar or round it is manifeſt by the infallible teſti- 
mony of the Prophet David, Pſa. 89, The Heavens are thine, the earth alſo is 
thine, thou haſt laid the foundation of the round world, and all they that dwell 
therein, (4.24.1. The Orbicular form that we obſerve tobe in Celeſtzal bo- 
dies is to them natural,but Accidental to the Elements, According ” that 
aying,

A Stor which isnext to be conſidered after the Heavens) is a permanent 
and conſtant Eſſence,& the more condenſate or compadted part of the Sphear, 
wherein it is fixed;for the 2lnminating of inferior bodies: for albeit it be an 
uſuall drſtintt ion, that of Stars ſome are fixed, and lome are Planetary or 
windring,yet they are indeed all fixed alike, and fſetled in one certain part 
of the $phear,but in reſpect of our eye, and in reference of their motions 
one of another, they have a divers ajpe@,and fo have gotten a divers name, 
It is holden that the fixed Stars are diſcerned by their ſparkling or twinck- 
lizg,by reaſon that our light being bound as it were by the forciblenefſle 
of their reſplendeneraies, our eyes do become waveripg and trembling 
in bcholding them ; and for this cauſe ought all Stars to be made with 
their razes or points naved,as In example. 

He beareth, Sable, a Star, Argent,by the name of 
Ingleby. If this Star were borne 0r, which 1s his pro« 
per colour, it would adde much more grace unto it, 
eſpecially in regard of the 4z#ry-Field,the proper co- 
lour of the Heavens, wherein Stars have their narurall 
manſion, For a Star,ſaith Farneſins, is a Myſticall Cha- 
riGer, or Figure of God,to whom all wortkip and re- 
ligion doth properly appertain 3 for like as Stars are 
call:d in Latine, Ste!le,4 ſtando,becauſe they beever- 
more fixed in theF:rmaxent:1o there is nothing more 
conſtant or of more perpetuit, than God, whole ſacred Willis the Regular di- 
re(tion of all things whatſoever; and therefore may it be ſaid nor unficly 
that they ſignifie God and Religzon,or other wiſe ſome eminent quality ſhj- 
ning above the ruder ſort of men,as a Star in the obſcurity of the =:gbr. 

Now the chicfeſt,but not the ſole end of the Creation of Stars, was not 
alone to give light,and with their influence to be aſſiſting to the Sw, and 
Moon,in their procreation, production,and fructification of the Seeds, Sets, 
Plants and Herbs committed to the Earth;but alfo to the deltignation and 
foreſhewing of times and ſeaſons, like as the Sun and Moon were, as ſhall 
be ſhewed 1a place convenient hereafter. As for example, The riſing of the 
Star Ardurns, placed near to the Bear, called VrJa Major, or the greater 
Bear denoteth unto as the preſence of the Spring. 

This 8tar ſheweth it ſelt after the expiration of Jarwary and February,as 
a magnifelt note of the beginning of the Spring, when the Sx» entreth the 
ſigne of Aries, 

Theriſing of the Pleiades or ſeven Stars do demonſtrate unto ws thar 
the Harveſt ſeaſon is at hand ; and fo forth of others. We may read hereof 
Job 38. where he ſpeaketh of the influence of theſe and of other Stars. 

The moſt part of all the Stars are as it were publiſhers and proclaimers 
to admoniſh us what we ought to do in each ſeafon cenceraing the things 
ſerving for the uſe of this preſent life. 

Stars are Gods Inſtruments whereby he worketh the effects of his pro- 
vidence in theſe inferiour bodies 3 Dnitrumenta antem utitur Artifex pro ſus 
Arbitrio, An Artificer uſeth his Tool at his pleaſnre and to ſerve kis wil. In vain 
therefore are the predictions of them that take upon them to foretell of 
things contingent, and that ſhall come to paſſe in future time, and will 
confidently affirm. what good or evill fortune ſhall befall a man : A thing 
that 
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onely known to the fecret will o: God, and relteth in his divine provi- 
dence todiſpoſe thereot at his good pleaſure. As appeareth, Prov. 20. 24. 
As to the Grumber of points whereof a ſtar confiſteth, we mult obſerve, 
they muſt never be fewer than ſix;zbut when the ſame is formed of more, 
then muſt you in b/aZoning of them expreile their certain number : for 
fometimes you ſhall find a {ter formedof ſixteen pormts,as in this next Cx- 
ample ſhall appear. 


(as ſome men do hold) being Argent'or white doth 
lignifie Literatzre, and the charge ſurmouigting the 
lame being Gules or Red, which is an Impgnall Co- 
lour, and is ſometimes, per Synecdo: her, taken (as the 
thing ſignified) for the lign it ſelf that is thereby re- 
preſented : And white, being a token of JuiZice (is in 
ſuch a Caſe) ſurmounted of Red, which 1s proper to 
fortitude, berokeneth,as they do conceit it,Learing, 
which giveth place to Armes, and not Armes to Learning.

9. where 
ſpeaking ofthe glorious beauty of their order and conſtellations, it is ſaid, 
that it is a Camp pitched on high, ſhining in the firmamzni off Heaven, The 
beauty of the Heavens are the glorious Stars, and the Ornament that ſhineth in 
the high places of the Lord. By the commandment of the Holy one they continue in 
their order, and fail not intheir watch. And the particular Stars (faith Da- 
wid) God calleth by their mames ; as likewiſe doth patient Job remember the 
titles of ſeverall conſtellations,

The Suns eclipſe 
Jis occaſioned by the Interpoſttion of the Moone, which 
though it be farre eſſe in quantity, yet comming be- 
twixt us and the Body of the S»z, it doth divert the 
Beames thereof, and debarreth us of the ſight of them, 
even as the interpoſetion of our hand, or any other 
ſmall body, before our eyes, doth debarre us from

that the Sw doth loſe his light by the Eclipſe,as doth a candle being extin@, 
procedethout of meere rultick ignorance : as the like errour is in thoſe, 
who thipke'the Swnxe loſeth his light, or goeth to bed every night, wher- 
as it doth onely remove it {elfe from our Horizon, to inlighten other 
Countries lituated in other partsof the world. As was welFexpreſſed by 
Secundu# the Philoſopher, who being demanded by Adrian the Emperour; 
what the Swnne v/as, taking his Tables in hand, wrote in this manner, Sol eſt 
C@:1 ocu'us, caloris cir uit, ſplendor ſine occeſn, diet ornatas, horarum diſtri. 
butor : "It 1s the eye of beaven, the Circuit of beat, a ſhining withont decay, the 
dayes Ornattent, the houres diſtributer. The moſt miraculous eclipſe of the 
Sunne that ever was, happened then when that Sun of Kighteouſnrſſe, the 
Sonne of God, was on the Croſſe, when all.the earth was ſo bewghted at noone- 
day, that Dionyſus Artopagita a Heather Athenign cried out, Either rhe world 
was at anend, or the Maker of it was ſuffering ſome great agonie, The Starres 
and Flanets hitherto ſpoken of do ſhine alike, or after one manner. Now 
others there are whict'ſhine after a divers ſart :; ſuchare the Agoore, and 
Comets, 'Which we call Blazing Starres, Neither are we ignorant, that in 
proper ſpeech, and-truth of Phileſophie, Comet; are not Stars, but Meteors : 
yet the Yalgar opinion; 'and the yeceived wame and.ſbape uſed in H:raldrie, 
may warrant me for thas ranking them amongſt the 8/ars.But as touching 
the Moone; her /igbt is\meerely refiezve, as the brightnelle of a Looking. 
glaſſe againſt the Sur 3 and in reſpe@that her ſubſtance, is very unequal},

Theſe are fiery meteors bred of an exhalation ſome- 
what more groſſe and impure than thoſe before ſpecified, by reaſon of a 
more thick and ſlimy vapor whereof they be ingendered. 

Meteors of this kind are Thunder. 
Lightning. 

Thunder is an inflamed Exhalation, which by his powerfull force brea- 
keth thorough the Clouds violently, with great noiſe and terraur.* The 
forcible power thereof is rather apprehended by the ere, than ſubjeRted 
to the ſight : nevertheleſle, the ancient times have deviſed a certain ima- 
ginarie forme whereby they would expreſle the forcible power thereof, 
as alſo of the lightning. 

Thunder is ſuppoſed to be ingendered two manner of wayes,viz.”'When 
either a hot or drie vapowr 1s incloſed in a cold and moiſt Cloud, and being 
unable to contain it ſelf therein,by reaſon of the contrariety,it Iaboureth 
by all means to find a vent, and fo ſtrivingby all means to get paſſage, it 
maketh way with great vehemency and horror of ſound: ſuch as a Glow- 
ing Gadd of Iron,or any other fiery matter maketh, when water is infuſed 
thereupon in abundance, or that it is therein drenched, it maketh a furi- 
ous and murmuring ſound. Such is that weak and feeble ſort ofthunder; 
that ſeemeth to be ingendered in ſome region of the Aire far remote 
from us, yeelding onely (for a ſmall-time) a kind of turbulent noiſe or 
murmuring. Songs . 

Or elſe it is ingendred in a more violent manner, to wit, when this in- 
cloſed drie and combuſtible matter, being inflamed in the Clouds of con- 
trary qualities, doth break out with vehemency,then doth it yeeld a ter- 
rible and forcible ſound, not unlike a great piece of Ordnance when it 19 
over-charged. Arid this ſound thus ingendered is called Thunder. 

This fort of ſound is uſed oftentimes Metaphorically, as when God 
threatneth his Judgments againſt ſin, be is ſaid to thunder them out. In 
this fence doth Petrarch uſe the fame, ſaying, Dews ideo tonat in Celirgut tn 
in terras bene vivas, quodque amore debueras, ſaltems metu facias. For unleſle 
God loved man he would never threaten him, but rather puniſh him 3 
foraſmuch as man doth evermore miniſter many and thoſe greivous oc- 
caſions of execution of Gods Judgments, 

Lightning is a vehement eruption of an inflamed exhalatiow, proceeding Lightning 
from Thunder ; which though it is in time after the Thunder, yet is firſt re. what. 
preſented to our ſenſes,by reaſon that our ſight is fapmore fubtHl and ap- 
prehenfive than is our hearing. And in regard that Thunder and Lightning 
do both proceed from one ſelf-cauſe, they have in ſuch their imaginary 
fiction conjoyned them both under the Form, after this manner. wy

Foraſmuch asI am now to treat of vegetable Animals, and of their par- 
ticular kinds ; I muſt excuſe my ſelf in two things before I enter into the 
Exemplifying of them: The one, that there is no cauſe that any man 
ſhould expect at my handsan exprefſe demonſtration of tach articular 
ſpecies of them : And that I ſhould run through and diſplay their mani- 
fold and almoſt ionumerable kinds,*for that would be a tedious trayell 
and (beſides) an infinite and unneceſſary charge and coſt, and withall-far 
wide from the projet of my prefixed purpoſe. The other thing (and the 
ſame more pertinent to that &; intend)is, That in handling of vegetables 
and Senſitives, I purpoſe onely tg diſtribyte their ſeverall ranks of Diſtri- 
bution,according to their Order to thempreſcribed by Nature, which to exe 
preſle is my chiefeſt drift, and the principall ſcope that I do aime at. 

Of the perfedt ſort of Creatures there are many kinds, whereof ſome are 
of more pertetion and more worthy than others, according to their 
more excellent kiad of life, or worthineſle of ſoul. 

Of theſe the leſle perfeGt ſort of bodies were firſt created ; and then ſuch 
as were of more perfeCtion. Plants are more worthy than Adetals, and 4- 
imals of more reckoning than Plants : therefore were theſe firſt created, 
and thoſe after wards. 

Of Animals wherewith God did adorne the Aire, the Waters and the 
Earth, there are divers kinds, whereot ſome were wore worthy than others; 
in the Creation of theſe did God obſerve the ſame order. 

Bet ween the Creation of Plants and Animals, it pleaſed God in his un- 
ſearchable wiſedome, to interpole the Creation of the $iars wherewith 
he beautified the Heavens, he didit to this end ; to give us to underſtang, 
that albeit the Sx with his Jight and motion together with the Stars do 
concur 1n the gexeration of Plants and Animals, nevertheleſle their genera- 
tion isnot to be attributed ſimply to the influence and power of theſe Ce- 
leſtiall bodies 5 but onely to the Ommnipotency of God, inaſmuch'as by bis 
powerfull Word he commanded the Earth to produce all ſorts of Plants 
and their fruits, before the Stars were created: From 


_ 
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From the molt fertile and pleaſant Garden of Eden, unto the moſt bar- 
ren and deſolate Wilderzeſſe, may we lee and behold the great and won- 
derfull Works of God, and take occation to extoll his Omnipotency, 
Wiſdome and Mercy, As we may obſerve, Eſay 41. 19. I wil ſet inthe 
Wilderneſſe the Cedar, the Shittah tree, and the Myrre tree, and the Vine tree ; 
and 1 will ſet in the Wilderneſſe the Firre tree, the Elme, and the Box together. 
Therefore let thens ſee and know,and let them conſider and wnderfland together, 
that the hand of the Lord hath dome this, and that the Holy one of 1ſrael hath 
created it, Verſe 20. Hence we may gather that there is no obje& ſo mean 
that preſenteth it ſelf to our view, but will miniſter ſome juſt occaſion 
co glorifte God, 

Men are accuſtomed to attribute the propagation of theſe, either to the 
influence of nature, or to the travell and induſtry of man ; but theſe were 
produced before any other of like kind could be found upon the face of 
the Earth, whereof it might be imagined they might receive being 3 for as 
yet there had never fallen any raine to fruftifie the Earth, whereby ic 
might produce green herbs, nor as yet was Mn created, that might gv- 
2xre and till the ground for that purpoſe : therefore neither were they 
produced naturally,or of their own accord, nor yet by the Art, Skill, or 
induſtry of Man,but by the immediate Word and commandment of God. 

The reaſon that moved Moſes to givean inſtance of Plants and Herbs, how 
that they were produced by the vertue and power of Gods word onely, 
and not naturally,or by the skill and induſtry of man 3 neither yet of 4- 
1izealr,nor of any other of the infinite number of things created (Geneſis 
I. 11.) was this, becauſe the generation of Plants and Herbs might be much 
more doubted of, than the original} of other things. 

Of the firſt ſpringing of Trees ia the Creation Moſes ſaith, Et germinare 
fecerat Jehova Elohime & terra omnems arborem concupiſcibilem, id eſt, viſu, & 
bonam ad ejcam ; which words do comprehend all the deſireable qualities 
of fruit trees . for in them we expe that their fruits ſhould be either de- 
lightfu]l to the Eye, or that they ſhould be fit for food and wholeſome, 
and that they be alſo fragrant and ſweet ſmelling : For the fruits of Trees, 
the better they be, the more odoriferows they are. 

That the Trees, wherewith Paradiſe was planted,had all theſe qualities, 
it is manifeſt by the words of Moſes,in that he faith, Concupiſcibilew ad vi- 
ſum, bonam ad eſcam: whereby we gather that the ſight is delighted with 
thigs beautifull and glorious, the ſwell with ſweet and pleaſant /avorrs, 
and the plate with things of ſweet and pleaſant taſte. And none of thele are 
in themſelves evill; for ſuch was the conſtitution of Adew before he 
tranſgreſled, that be might have delighted himſelf in them all without 
offence; and to that end did God create them, that he ſhould uſe them 
with thankſgiving. | 

Moſes deſcribeth unto us two principall qualities of the Garden of Pa- 
radiſe, whereby he layeth before us the pleaſantneffe of the (cituation 
thereof,and alſo the beauty and fertility of the ſoil :- The firſt of theſe 
qualities was that it was repleniſhed with all ſorts of Trees,not onely moſt 
pleaſant and delightful tothe Eye,but alſo moſt pleaſant to the#sſte 3 for 
that they produced the beſt and ſweeteſt fruits. The other quality was, 
that the whole circumference of the Garden of Paradiſe was furrounded 
and invironed with a Kiver, being diſtributed into four heads, which did 
highly beautifie the ſame,and made it _ pleaſant to the view. : 

g 
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In this deſcription Mſes maketh mention of two Trees of ſpeciall qua- 
lities, that were planted in the middeſt of Paradiſe : The one named the 
Tree of Life, the other the Tree of Knowledge of good and evill. 

The firit of theſe had a vivificant power in it ſelf, the fruit whereof 
was ordained to this end 3 T hat being eaten it would enable a an never 
to feel ficknelle, feebleneſle, old Age, or Death : but ſhould evermore 
continue in the ſame ſtate of ſtrength and agility of body : This was the 
efficacy and power that was given to this Tree; whereof it was never 
yet deprived. Therefore was this quality after a ſort naturall there- 
unto. 

For this cauſe was there a Cherub ſet at the entrance of Paradiſe, to 
keep out ſach as would enter the ſame, and eate of the fruit of the Tree 
of Life z that he ſhould not alwayes live that kind of life, 

How behovefull the knowledge of the vertues and operations of Trees, 
Plants, Herbs and other vegetables are for the extolling and manifeſting the 
Omnipotency, Wiſdome, Mercy, loving favour,and fitherly providence 
of our moſt gracious God towards fiofull Mzw,is, in that he hath created 
for the behoof and uſe of man, as well touching his neceflary food and 
rayment,as for recreation and delight; we may evidently perceive by $0- 
lomazs induſtrious inveſtigation of the vertues and operations of all ſorts 
of vegetables, for (beſides other his admirable qualities wherewith he was 
richly endued) he had ſurpaſſing knowledge in the vertues, operations 
and qualities of herbs and other vegetables, infomuch as he was able to 
reaſon, diſcourſe,and diſpute, not onely of Beaſts, Fowler, creeping things 
and fiſhes, but of Trees alſo and Plants, from the Cedar in Lebanon, to the 
Hyſjope that ſpringeth out of the Wall,that is, from the higheſt and calleſt tree 
to the ſmalleſt ſhrub and loweſt herbe..” Thus we ſee the knowledge and 
Skill in naturall Philoſophy to be holden in great eſtimation in all Ages, in- 
ſomuch as it hath been reckoned.a ſtudy well befitting the dignity of a 
King, yea of Solomon who was,the wiſeſt King that ever was, anda Type 
of our Saviorr Chriſt, But to returne to the vegetable. 

Such are ſaid to be vegetable as have in them a lively power of growing, 
budding, leafing, bloſſoming, and fraifying, as Trees, Plants, Herbs, Graſſe, 
ec. and of theſe ſome grow on Trxxks or ſolid bodies, ſome upon flexible 
Stalk: : ſome again grow upon a ſingle Stemme, as commonly all Trees do, 


ſome upon manifold Stemmes,as Shrubs, Roſes, E*c.

Trees are certain Plants, ſpringing from a root with a fingle Trunk or 
Stemme (for the moſt part) ſhooting up in height, and delineated with 
lims, ſprigs or branches, Of theſe Trees ſome are more proper to hot Coun- 
tries, as the Framkincenſe tree to Arabia; the Baiſamum, Myrrhe, Mace, and 
Nutmeg irres, as alſo the Pepper trees, nd ſuch like, which chiefly grow in 
India, the Plane tree in Agypt and Arabia; the Pomegranate in Africa, &c. 
which I purpoſely paſle over,and will onely give examples of other ſorts 
to us better known, whether they be Trees fruztful/ or barren. In giving 
examples whereof I purpoſe not to obſerve any preciſe order, but to 
mingle them pe/-zel one with another, becauſe I hold ſuch curious for- 
ting them, better fitting a profetior of Phy/ick, or ſome Herbaliit,than an 
Armoriſt ;to whom it ſufficeth to ſhew ſuperficially, that theſe, and their 
ſeverall parts, are borne in Coat- Armorr, aſwell fimply of themſelves, as 
alſo with things of different nature, as in the examples following may ap-

For 
daily experience ſheweth us how® beneficiall the uſe of Horſes, Oxen, 
Kine, Calves,Sheep,and otherſorts of Beaſt and Catrel of all ſorts, are for 
the ſervice of Man : whereof ſome ſerveus for food, ſomefor rayment, 
ſome fox carriage, ſome for tillage, and other for divers other uſes. Of 
this uſe of them Aoſes ſaith, That God hath ſubjeGed all things to man;Omnia 
ſubjeciſti ſub pedibus ejur, &c. And made him Ruler over the Fifhes of the 
Sea, the Fouls of the ayre, and theBeaſts of the Land : whereby he giveth 
us to underſtand,that all forts of :4:7xrxls were created for the divers uſes 
of man, and each one of them ordaihed toa ſeverall end. - Bur their ſpirt- 
tuall uſe is far more noble and excellent, by bow much the ſfoule ſurpaſ- 
ſeth the body in dignity and worthineſs. | + 

And their uſe confiſteth not alonein this, that-by the conſideration of 
them we are led to the knowledg of God,and of his wiſedome, power and' 
goodneſſe (for this uſe hath all things elſe that afe created) as appeareth 

Kowe, 1. and elſewhere; But alſo that in theſe-Animels God hath propo- 
ſed to us ſuch notable examples of imitation, in reſpet of vices to be eſ- 
chewed ; that the ſacred, Scriggures excepted, there is no morall pre.

view, and of which we have daily uſe : among[t theſe we may produce

Like as naturall Philoſophy conliſteth in other things, ſo doth it chiefely 
in the knowledg of Aniwelr, viz. inthe underſtanding of their wiſedome, 
natures and properties, which knowledge hath beene bur all or God 
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himſclfe from the beginning, and not onely approved but alſo ordained, 
and given to Adm; for. Moſes faith, God brought theſe Animals unto 
Adam to the end that he ſhould' advifedly view and confiderthem, To 
the end that 4daw ſhould give. tham. names anfwerable totheir ſhapes, 
natures, proportion,and qualities. And that theimpoſition of theſenames

In the handling of Animals, it might be a ſcruple, whether the bearing

is ſaid, Loe#t- was very good f In the Celeitial,the Sun (the glory thereof) was 
made after the Firmament,and the Night was before the Day. In the inferi- 
owr bodies,the vegetables,as Trees, were made before ſenſetive and living crea- 
tures : and among(t theſe,the Fiſhe-(which have neither brearh nor vozce, 
and therefore iwperfe&er) were before the Fowler: and both of them before 
terreſtrial creatures 3 and all of all forts before Mam,made after Gods Image, 
for whoſe ſervice all other things were made, as he was made for Gods 
Service. Moreover, in the creation of Xu, the Body was before the Sort, 
which yet isa thing incomparably of more perteCtion. 

By this rude draught of God and Natzres admirable Method, you may Divers ends of 
conceive the nataral dignity of thoſe creaturez,as often as they ſhall occur in <— _ 
Armorie. But as Art hath not alwayes the ſame end which Netwre hath (be- 
cauſe the one intendeth the being, the other the knowing of things) ſo is 
not the Method of both al wayes alike in attaining their ends : for Natures 
proceſle 1s a ſtmplicibus ad compoſita,from the ſingle parts 10 the whole, where- 
as Art deſcendeth from the compounds to the ſemples : in imitation where« 
of, we ſhall in this our progreſle, follow this courſe; that firſt every whole 
bearing of any Avimal ſhall precede, and then ſuch parts and members 
thereof as uſually are borne; for fo every one that firſt hath ſeen the Wholebearing 
whole, will diſcerne the parts the better, whereas he that ſeeth a part (ha- £:6 _— 04 
wing never ſeen the whole) knoweth not whereof it is a part, And in Coat- ; 
armour the whole bearing of Animals is moſt worthy, yet is not the bearing — 
of parts to be miſliked, but if we conſider both the one and the other re- part; of Ani. 
ſpettively,then doth the whole bearing far ſurmount the parts in honour mal. 
and dignity. 

Neithermuſt we here preciſely eſteem the worth of every bearing by Twoſold dig. 
this order of Nature,becauſe Art doth ſometimes ſtamp a peculiar note ni. 
of dignity,for ſome particular reſpe&,as for ſome eſpecial! uſe,quality,or 
action in the things. And this Dignity or Nobility may have a twofold re- 
lation 3 theone, betwixt Animals of divers kinds,as a Lyon and a Spaniel, 

a Woolfe anda Lambe ; the other, betwixt things of one kind, as whelps 
of one litter, whereof yet one may be nobler than the other; as the one 
will run to the Chaſe, the other to the Pottage Pot. And foraſmuch as the 
living things before mentioned, as well vegetable as ſenſitive, have their 
peculiar vertues worthy imitation, as alſo their particular vices to be eſ- 
chewed, and that it is a chief glory to Gentlemen of Coat- Armour, to 
have their vertues diſplaied und:r the types and forms of ſuch things as 
they bear, it is to be wiſhed that each one of them would confiderately 
examine the-commendable properties of ſuch figniticant tokens as they do 
bear,and do his beſt to manifeſt to the world that he hath thelike in him- 
ſelf: for it is rather a diſhonour than a praiſe for a man to bear a Lyon on 
his Shield, if he bear a Sheep in his Heart, or a'Gooſe in his Brain : being 
thereia like-thoſe Ships which bear the names of Dreadnought, Vitory, and 
the like, though ſometimes it ſpeed with them contrary to their Titles. 
A true generous mind will endeavour that for his ſelfe-vertues he may be 
eſteemed, and rot infiſt onely upon the* fame and merits of his Progeni- 
tors, the praiſe whereof is due to them, and not to him.

geſtantiums, if they be as ancient as the former 3- and their Bearers of equal 
eſtate and dignitie ; which is not the leaſt reſpe& that muſt be holdenin- 
the eſteem of Coaf- Armour, Quia Arma-nobilitatery ſumunt 2 perſona geſtantis: 
Armes are honoured by the Bearers, And ſometimes the variation from the pro-" 
perty may be of purpoſe to prevent ſome other qnality, which may be-no 
leſſe bonowrable than the proper. Beſides, it is one thing to beare a living 
creature in colour or in a&zon diverſe from Nature ; and another, to beare 
him repugnant or comtrarie to Nature; for the former may be borne com- 
mendably, but this latter ſort of Bearing is holden deſeracefull, or rather 
is condemned for falſe Armes, and therefore not worthy of Bearing. In the 
Blazoning of things borne in their naturall Colour, whether the ſame be 
celeſtiall, except the Sw»me, Moone and Stars, or ſublunar, it ſufficeth 
to ſay, He beareth-this Comet, - Meteor, Beaſt, Birde, Fiſh, Fowle, Plant, 
Tree, Herbe, Flower. &c. Proper, without naming of any: Colour, for by 
proper, is evermore underſtood his natural! colours, and for the Sun and 
Stars when they be of the coloxr of the Metall, Or, which is their naturall 
colonr, it ſufficeth to ſay a $un, or Star, without adding the word proper, 
or0r. And fo itis of the Moone, when ſhe is Argent, which in Heraldrie is 
holden her proper colour. 
As touching the Dignity of things borne in Coat-armour, TI have alrea- 
dy ſhewed how the ſame is to be reckoned in the Order of Nature, but if 
it be confidered according to vulgar eſtimation, then we muſt hold this 
for an obſervation that ſeldome faileth, that fith every particular Empire, 
Kingdome and Nation have'thetf diſtinCt Enſigns of their Soveraign juriſ- 
diction, look what-Beaſt,Rird, Fiſh, FowleSerpent, &c. he that ſwayeth 
the Soveraignty doth bear for his yall Enſign in cach particular Natj- 
on,the ſame isaccounted there to be of greateſt dignity. So is the Bearing 
of the Lyon chiefly eſteemed with. us in England, becauſehe is borne by 
his Majeſty,for the Royall Enſign of bis Highneſs Imperiall Soveraignty 
over ys: So1s the Bearing of the Eagle cltecmed amongſt the Germans : 
and in like ſort the Flowers de lis, amongſt the French-mern. Four-tooted 
Beaſts, whether they be borne Proper,or Diſcoloured (that is to ſay,va- 
rying from their'Naturall colour) are to be eſteemed more worthy of 
Bearing in Coat-armour than either Fiſhes or Fowles are, in regard they 
do contain ia them more worthy and commendable Significations of No- 
bilicy. Amongſt things Senſitive, the Males are of more worthy bearing 


than the Females.' Some men perhaps will tax me of inconfideration, in 
not treading the uſuall ſteps of Armoriſts in the handling of theſe ſenfible 
creatures,for that: do not prefer the Lyon (in reſpetof his regall Sove- 
raignty) before all other terreſtrials. For clearing of my (cif it this poine; 
I muſt plead, that the projet of my preſcripe; method-bath- tyed: me to 
another forme, and doth enforce me to prefer other Reaſts in place, before 
thoſe which otherwiſe are prefgrred in dignity. And albeit.1 cannot fay

The knowledge of the rdvre or excrements of every beaſt of Venery 
and chaſe is neceſlary to be obſerved, becauſe their ordures are a princi- 
pall note whereby good Forreiters and #oodmen doknow ind obſerve the 
place of their haunt and feeding, and alſo their eſtate. And therefore it is 
a thing highly to be obſerved, for that a Forreſter or Woodman in making 
his reports ſhall be conſtrained to rehearſe the ſame.

foot, than in any other meanes, as Foxes, Hares, Conzes, and others of lefle 
harmefull kinde, whereof I will give particular examples : but firlt I 
will offer unto your heedfull obſervation,certaine notes as well of general, 
as of particular uſe, concerning þeaſtsof this kind 3 not forgetting (by 
the way) ſuch rules and obſervations, as have been already commended 
to your regard,that eſpecially,touching mixt bearing of Ordinaries, and 
common charges, which muſt ſerve for a regular direFiow throughout our 
whole Worke. And in delivery of theſe 0b/ervatiozs and Examples, T hold it 
fit to begin with Beaſts of fierce nature 5 and firſt, with the Lyon reckoned

It is obſerved that the gemerous nature of the Lyon, is diſcerned by his 
plentifull ſhaggy locks that do cover his neck and ſhoulders, which ar e infal- 
lible tokens of his noble courage, eſpecially if thoſe his locks be criſped and 
' curled, and ſhort withall. Such Lyons were thoſe whereof Saint Hirone ma- 
keth mention, I» vita Pa#'; cremite, ſaying, Talia in anima voluente,ecce duo 
Leones ex interioris Eremi parte currentes volantibus per colls jubis ferebantur: 

Two Lyons came running with their ſhaggie locks wavering about their Tons & 
ſhoulders. Moreover the 1hzckreſs: of the Lyons Mane, is a teſtimony of 5... 
his gemerous birth, and by the ſame he is diſtinguiſhed from the degenerate 
and Baſtard race of Leopards, begotten between the Adwlterons Lyoneſſe and 
the Parde, which are naturally deprived of this noble mark 3 and not one- 
ly ſo, but they are alſo bereft ofthat bold and invincible courage, that the 
generous ſort of Lyons have. For theſe reſpefts, the degenerate brood of 
Lyoxs are calledin Latine, Imbelles Leones, that is, Heartleſſe or Cowardly 
Lyons 3 whereas the true Lyon is termed in Latine, Generoſus Leo, Quia ge- 
meroſun eſt quod 2 natura ſua non degeneravit : That is generous which degene- 
rateth not from his kind : by which reaſon, a man of noble diſcent, and igno- 
ble conditions, is rot truly generons, becauſe he degenerateth from the ver- 
tues of his Anceſtors, 

Lyons, Bears, Wolves, and other Beaſts of ravening kind, when they are Rule. 
borne in Armes feeding, you muſt term them in Blazon, Raping, and tell 
whereon. To all beaſts of prey, Natzre hath afligned teeth and tallons of 
crooked ſhape, and therewithall of great ſharpmeſſe, to the end they may 
ſtrongly ſeaze upon and detain their Prey, and ſpeedily rend and divide 
the ſame. And therefore in BlsZoning of beaſts of this kind, you muſt 
not omit to mention their Teeth and Tallons, which are their onely Ar- 
morr : for by them they are diſtinguiſhed from thoſe tame and þarm- 
lefſe beaſts, that have their Teeth knocked out, and their Nazles pared 
ſo near to the quick, as that they can neither bzte nor ſcratch with much 
harme. Thoſe Teeth and Tallons are for the moſt part in Coat-armonrs 
made of a different colour from the bodies of the Beaſts : and therefore 
in B!aZoning of Beaſts of this kinde, when you ſpeake of their Teeth or 
Tallons, you ſhall (ay they are thus or thus Armed. So likewiſe if you 
Pleaſe to ſpeake of their Towgnes, you ſhall fay they are thus or thus

His other ſort of four footed Egge-bearing Animali(as I may ſo terme 

them) notwithſtanding that in many things they have noſmall re- 
femblance with man, aſwell touching thefaculties of the Vegetable ſoule, 
as alſo the parts of the b9dy : yet are they farre more unlike us than thoſe 
that bring forth a living Creature. And albeit that theſe Fgge-breeding four 
footed Animals do confilt ofthe fame bodily parts that the Yivipara, or Aui- 
z#zal-producing doe, and of the foure humors that are anſwerable in qua- 
lity to the foure Elements, and have all partsas well internallas externall 
ſenſes, and many other things wherein they doe communicate withthe 
Vivipara; yet are there many other things wherein they differ not only 
from theſe,but alſo even amongſt themſelves one from another of them. 
For neither doe we finde in theſe that quickneſle of wit that we obſerve 
in others, neither like parts of {trength of Body that the other have. 

Like as ##4an (eſpecially in his ſoule) approacheth neer unto God in like- 
neſſe ; ſo, in like manner doe other Animals reſemble man, wherein they 
doe participate with man in likeneſſe, after ſome ſort, but in diverſe de- 
grees,foraſmuch as ſome of them have more and ſome leſle likenefle with 
us than others have. 

There is not (faith Beds) amongſt the Univerſall workes of nature, 
any one thing ſo little, or of fo baſe eſteeme, wherein a man cannot finde 
ſome divite thing worthy of admiration. No lefſe (faith Farneſews) may 
we admire the force of aſilly Flea, than the hugeneſfe and ſtrength of an 
Elephant. 

Not without reaſon doth the Hu5band man prognoſticate the approach 
of ſome great ſhower of Raine by the croaking of Frogges, more Cohncet 
than uſuall, wherenpon he faith, that they doe cry for Raine. For this 
obſervation is grounded upon a Phyſical reaſon, Omne enim ſimile gaudes 
ſnoſimili, &- ſue nature utils ac convenienti ; Every like is delighted with bis 
like, and with/ that which is commodious and agreeable to his nature 3 
Sithence then that Frogges are exceedingly delighted with water, -asawigh 
that which beſt agreeth with their nature, therefore when the ap- 
prehend a fore-ſence of Raine, they doe rejoyce, and:doe ett 
joy by ſinging after their manner. , "> AG. | 

Animals ot baſe eſteeme, and of no induſtry,have (for the moſt part) 
not onely foure but manifold Feet : whereby we are admoniſhed that pex- 
verſe andevill dipoſed perſons have »wltiplicities of offetFioms, 1h re 
that by the motion of the Feet our bodies are perduced from P to 
Places 
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place; ſo doe our affteftions transfer us from one delight to another, ac- 
cording to that ſaying, Pes mew, affect us mes, co feror, quocuenque feror. 

Though ſome perhaps may eſteem theſe Fgge. bearing Animals unwor- 
thy the dignity of Coat- Armour : yet for my own part, I hold their bea- 
ring to be no lefle Honourable than many of thoſe that in common eltimati- 
on are reputed far more worthy z inſomuch that they may well beſeem 
the bearirg of the greateſt Potentare, For if it plealed the Soveraign King of 
Kings to uſe them as his ſpeciall inſtruments to chaſtiſe the ſtubboraneſle 
of ſuch as rebelled againſt his Ordinance, and to arme thoſe his minute and 
weak creatures, with ſuch an incredible boldneſle, as that they feared not 
the face or forces of men, but that the very Frogs entred the houſes and 
chambers of the Z#yyptians, upon the people, into their Ovens,and into their 
kneading Troughes 3 yea even into King Pharaohs Chamber, and upon his 
Bed : Moreover if God hath vouchſated to give to the Graſhopper, the 
Canker-worme, the Catterpiller,and the Palmer-worm, the honourable tirle 
of his huge great Army, why ſhould we prize them at ſo low a rate, as 
that we ſhould diſdain to bear them in Coat-Armour ? Sithence' God 
faith by the Prophet Joe/, I will render you the yeers which the Graſhopper bath 
eaten, the Canker-worme, and the Catterpuller, and the Palmer-worms ; my great 
Hoſt which I ſent among you. 

It is therefore to be obſerved, that they alſo have their ations not to 


be omitted in BlaZoz, albeit not in that variable manner, nor yet ſo copi- . 


ous as ſome others. And becauſe they are far different from thoſe former- 
merly handled, not onely in ſþape but alſo in the manner of their living, 
in their gate and a&7ons, therefore mult they receive a divers manner of 
Bluzon, They are called in Latine Reptilze, or Creeping things 5 Quia rep- 
tant ſuper terram 3 and here we muſt diſtinguiſh between thoſe things, que 
reptant, which Creep, as Frogs, Ants, &c. and thoſe que ſerpunt, which glide, 
as $»akes, which latter kind we ſha) ſpeak of afterward. 

But here we mention thole Reptiles which are Greſſible,ſuch as by means 
of their feet, are able to go ſtep by ſtep from one place to another, ſo ter- 
med 2 gradiendo, which is proceeding by degrees ; and hitherto alſo are re- 
ferred ſuch as by 1kzpping, mounting or leaping, raiſe their bodies above 


ground, and fo alter their ation, place or ſeat. Of which kinds,ſome have 


four feet, fome have more. Such as have four feet only, are theſe that fol- 
low with their like. 

I have omitted in my ſecond Edition that Eſcocheon Sol, charged with 
three Toades ereFed, Saturne, which according to ſome Authors - was 
the Coat- Arzzour of the ancient Kings of France, becauſe fince my firlt E- 
dition I find great variety of opinions concerning this matter, of which 1 
have given a touch in the firſt Chapter of the firſt Se@. page 5.

How much greater ſhould our care and/provi- 
dencebe in the procreation of our children ? The firſt inſtruction thar the 
children receive is in the vrives. and bowels of their Parents, whereof we 
may.take an Example from Spiders, which are no ſooner hatched and 

cluded out of their £gz, but forthwith they praftiſe to make webs ; as if 
they had brought withithem! (even out of their Mothers wombe) toge- 
ther with theiz life, the Artificiall skill of webbing. Holy and reverent is 
that. piety that we owe to'our Parents, Parens enim eft genitor, parent pa- 
rig, parens denique «St ipſe Dexs, For he that begot us is our parent, our | 
Country is our parent, and laſtly God himſelfis our parent. 

Tt hath been often queſtioned, why the Father loverh the Son more

dearly, tenderly and affc&ionately, than the Son doth the Father. The

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reaſon is this, #4 patris amor in filiums 4 naturs eſt, filii in parentem ab of- 

ficio. The affectionate love of the Father proceedeth of Natwre,that of the 

ſon of duty : Therefore the ſacred Law hath decreed, Amabis patrem & 

matrem twam, Thou ſhalt iove thy Father and thy Mother, but not contrari- 

wile : for where the Law of Nature ſpeaketh, there is no need it ſhould be 

afſilted by Commandement. Notwithſtanding (even natzraly) the love of 
the ſon to the Father is great. 

We may learn (faith Zaxnchizs) by theſe minute Animals, how many 
and how great inſtructions we may receive from the univerſall »umber of 
creatures, that God hath given us for inſtructors and teachers of Aforal/ 
Diſcipline, ſo that we will open our eyes to behold them, and liſten to 
Gods diſciplining us in them. 

Admirable doubtleffe is the O-wipotency of God in theſe his creatures z 
for as $41nt Hierome (aith, Epiſt. ad Heliod. Creatorems non in Colo tantum mi- 
ramur, &c. We do not admire Gods power in Heaven only and in earth, the Sun, 
Elephants, Camels, Oxen, Boares, Lyons, &c. but alſo in his ſmalleſt creatures ; 
the Ant, FleagFlye, and ſmall Worme, and others of like kind, whoſe bodies or 
ſhapes are better known unto us than their names. 

So much were the 1/raetites aflotted in 7dolatry, as that they eſteemed 
beaſts for Gods, as appeareth Wiſdome 12. 24. For they went aſtray farre in 
the wayes of errour,and eſteemed the beaſts which their enexties deſpiſed, for gods, 
being abuſed afier the m1nzer of children, that have no underſtanding. 

So long is any Animal or living creature ſaid to have lite, as he hath Breathing a 
breath,and the excrciſe thereof. And this rule holdeth not onely in foxr. ***2 of life. 
footed Arimals,but allo in thoſe that we call 7-jefFa,and in gliding Animals 
alſo: As both G.4-» and rliny do teach : thongh Ariſtotle denicth theſe lat- 
ter tohave breath, but therein he ſpeaketh comparatively, viz. in reſpet 
ofother Anima! that do attrat and deliver their breath more ſtrongly 
and more ſenfibly, they ſeem to have no breath at all.

The examples hitherto. produced, are taken onely from Reptzles greſſible, 
and though of that kind which hath wore than four feet, I bave alleadged 
only the two laſt Examples of 1nſe@a, yet there are ſome other of many 
feet, which are not inje@a, as the Palmer-worme, Cheeſlip , Kitchinbobs, 
which being touched gather themſelves round like a Ball, and ſuch like, 
which muſtbe referred to the ſame head. And befides all theſe, there are 
yet other ſome which be both Greſſzble and volawt, ſuch are theſe, that 
having their livelihood onely upon the carth, by the hel p of a kind of 
wing: they oftentimes change their place for the acquiring of their ſu/te- 
nance, as 1n example.

For ſuch is the natural! property of the 
Graſhopper, that in what ſoz! he is bred, to the ſame he will live and dye, 
for they change not theit p/ace, nor hunt after new habitatioas, Hereup- 
on Artiſthenes took occaſion to ſcoff at the Athenians, ſaying, that in this 
property they did communicate with Tortoz/es and Cockles,born and living 
in the ſame ſpe/s, Salomon reckoneth the Groſhopper for one of the joxr ſmall 
things in the earth that are full of Wiſdome, ſaying, The Groſhopper bath no 
King yet go they forth all by bands, 

Vagipenng There are other of this kind, whoſe wings are leſſe manifelt than the 

why ſo called. Ge zſpoppers,becaule they are cloſed in a kind of caſe that can hardly be dif- 
cerned, but when they are preparing to flye for which reſpect they are 
called vagipenne (ſaith Calipine) Quiz alas vaginis quibuſdam incln/as ha- 
bent, for carrying their wings ſheathed ; as the Hartfiye, Beetle, Lady-cow, &c. 
which together with Locxſts, and ſuch other as are both Greſſzble and wo- 
lant, and wany-legged, are to be reduced to this head, as to their proper 
and natural] place. I will cloſeup all theſe with one example of the Scor- 
pion, which Z!ianws,and others report, to be winged in Zgypt and 1ndia, 
though hedoubts whether they are not rather bred by the heat of the

As touching the food allotted to man, at the firſt it 18 moſt certaine that 
the ſame was berbs and fruits, as appeareth Gen. 1. 29, Ecce dedi wobis one- 
nem berbam, &c. And God ſayd, Behold I have given unto you every herbe bea« 

ring ſeede, which is upon all the earth : and every tree, wherein is the fruit of a 
tree bearing ſeed,that ſhall be to you for me.:te. That is to lay, (ſaith Zanchinzs) 
wit an, ampliſſumam,ſuaviſſumam & ntiliſſumam ; In great plenty,abundant, 
moſt delicate and moſt wholſome ; herewith ſhall ye be ſatisfied and con- 
tented without ſeeking after other foode. 

Theſe three things. (faith Zarchizs) are moſt certaine 3 firſt, that before 
the floud, both herbs and fruzts of trees were ſo who!ſozze and good as that 
man needed no other foode 3 1n regard whereof there was no need that 
the eating of fleſh ſhould be permitted unto him. Secondly, ir is alſo un- 
doubtedly true, that after the fond the earth was ſo corrupted by the 
intindation thereof, and conſequently 2245 body became ſo weakened, 
that he ſtood in need of more ſolid and ſtrong wowriſhing meats; as the 
fleſh of 0xer, Kine, Sheepe, &c. In regard, whereof God gave him permi- 
ſion to uſe them for foode, Thirdly, this alſo is without all controverfie, 
that God did not prohibite unto man any ſorts of meats, becauſe all things 
are cleane'to the cleane ; as allo for that every creature of God is good, becanſe 
they are ſanFified by his Word. © | 

Of the mixture and compoſition of the foure Elements before mentioned; 
and of the humors of them, and of them engendred, two principall parts 
of matters of our bodies have their being, viz. Our bones with their nerves 
or ſinewes, wherewith they be conjoyned and knit, and our fi: with the 
veines, whereby the bloud is conveied throughout all parts of the body, 
together with her Arteries, whereby the vztalland Animal! ſpirits are carri- ' 
ed into every part and member thereof. 

Theſe two parts did Adams well expreſle, when ſpeaking of Eve he ſaid, 
Hee eſt os ex ojſubus meis, & caro de carne mea, Firſt, he maketh mention of 
bone, as the more ſolid and ſubſtantiall part, and as it were the fundamen- 
tall part of the whole body, and after of the fleſh, as of the matter where- 
with the boxes are cove red, £*. 

To thele two parts there is annexed a skznne, wherewith the whole 
frame of the body (being united and knit together) is covered,and where- 
in it is comprehended and contained : and this :5kznwe.is not ſcaly, ſuch as 
is proper to Fiſhes, neither feathered after the manner of Fowler, neither 
hairy and'rugged,as many ſorts of Beaſts are, neither thick-shinxed as ma- 
ny bruit Animals have, but a ſoft tender skin, and of a delicate touch, and 
ſuch as may well beſeeme ſuch a mind, as the mind of man is : for where 
there is ſtore of wit there needeth not a hard (kinne, but a ſoft, tender kin 
fitteth beſt a generows and ingenious mind, For ſo was it the pleaſure of the 
moſt wiſe God, to-adde unto the Nobleſ# mind, the Nobleſt fleſh, and the 
tendereſt and moſt daintis s&inve, that ſo the externall-ſhape might be an 
evident teſtim@py of the inward rind. That this crea!zre Man is aſo borne

ture hath given man more Flexibility to turne about his neck and look on 
all fides, than other creatures have. | 

' Jn the workmanſhip of this principall member of mans body may we 
behold with admiration the unſpeakable power, providence and mercy 
of God, if we ſhall attentively conſider the order and compoſition of the 
head, with theexternall and internall parts thereof. 

Firſt of all the skull called in Latine, Craninw,is the uppermoſt bone of 
the Head, faſhioned in the forme of a Globe, and diſtinguiſhed with their 
orders of ſmall holes and ſeames. An example of bearing ini Coat- Armeour 
of three of theſe skulls on a Chewron,l have formerly given you, pay. 153. 
where I treated of boxer. The $skull is outwardly covered with: skin and 
thin-fleſh,leſt the ſame ſhould be over-burthened with too much weight; 
This fleſh with that 8kin is therefore made full of pores, or ſmall inviſi- 
ble holes, for the more commodious evaporation of the grofſe humors.of 
the braine, and certain excrements thereof ; whereof haires are engende- 
red, and-may have their paſſage : The skull is inwardly hollow, to the 
end that the breine, which is the ſeat of all the ſenſes, might be the more 
commodioully conferred therein, 

The 5skull hath God diſtributed into three parts, vis. into Sinciput, 

which is the fore-part thereof, and conjoyneth to the forehead 3 into Occi- 
put; which is the bindermoſt part thereof ; and into Yerticew, which is the 
Crowne, or middle part of the ſame, ſeated between the fore and hinder 
part afore named. 
— Under theſe three partitions are placed three ſeverall faculties : In the 
 fore-part is the Phamtoſte, or Senſws Communit, ſcil. the Judgment of the ſep- 
ſes, or univerſal] notion of things : In the aviddle the Imagination ;5 And 
memory in the hinder-part of the head. '1 

Within the concav#y of the skull,the braine hath his being, diſtioguifhgd 
with three little ventricles or Cels, one in the jore-part, another in the 
midſt,and the laſt in the hind:r- part : in which three vemtricles,the formes 
and 1deas of things, apprehended by the exterior ſenſes, are ſeverally and 
diſtinCtly imprinted; therefore to the end the ſame might be more ctfc- 
Qually performed, God made not the braine finent, like water, for then 
would it not apprebend or retain thoſe conceited forms, nor yet of ſolid 
ſubſtance, like bones,for then could it not eaſily admit the impreſſions of 
ſuch 32raginary forms but he made the braine of an indifferent temper, v.Z. 
moderately ſoft, and moderately bard, to wit, of a ſoft and temperate nature. 

| Further- 
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Farthermore, God hath made in the byai»s of man certain comcavities 
or hollowneffes, and thoſe hath he repleniſhed with vita# ſpirits, without 
which the #n#er:or fenſes could not confift: and theſe ſpirits doth the ſoul 
uſe to underſtand by, and to the performance of other ations which ſhe 
produceth in the head. 

Moreover,in the brine hath he placed the fountain of the {mewer, which 
from thence are diſperſedly conveyed throughout the body, as well 
thoſe nerves and fnewes as are ſenſitive, as alſo thoſe that are wwotive, wiz. 
thoſe that give motion to the body. But who can exprefſe 'or conceive 
in mind, the »vazzifo/d inſtruments of the ſoxle that Gad hath placed in the 
head of man ? 

In the head we may obſerve (well-nigh) all the uſes.of the fave : Be- 
hold the admirable compoſition of wan: head, which of all other parts of 
the body is the nobleſt ; and how all and fiagular the parts thereof axe ac- 
commodated and applyed by onr moſt gracious Maker, Conſerver, and Re- 
deemeer, to ſerve for the uſes of all the fecwities of the fore. 

If the framing ofthis one member (I mean the bead of a man) be ſo ad- 
mirable in it ſelf, how much more is the compofition of the whale frame 
of the body, being conjoyned-and united together, with ſixewes and arte- 
ries, in a proportionable manner, and furnithed throughout with all the 
externall and internall parts, and their particular appurtenances to be ad. 
mired ? 

The members of 4niz4ls are (of Philoſophers) uſually diſtinguiſhed in. 
to Externall and Internall, and ſo to be handled ſeverally, each one apart 
by it ſelf : but I labouring to be brief herein, will handle thoſe outward 


and inward parts onely, whoſe ſhapes and forms I fiad to be borne in 


Coat-armour, leaving the more copious and exact handling of them to the 
conſideration of Phyſitians, Chyrurgions and Anatomiſits profeſſed, to whoſe 
conſideration they do more properly appertain. * 

The head iti Letine is called Capwt, becauſe it isthe chief and principall 
begioning of the whole Fabrick of the bedy, and withall, the nobleſt of all 
other the members thereof. 

Ia the head do the two principall facxities of rhe ſoul reſt, viz. the 1n- 
teligent and Sentinent, and do there execute their funRions; albeit that 
the vegetable faculty alſo hath his operation there, but the other two do 
reign, and chiefly predominate therein : Therefore it is the ſeat and reſfi- 
dence of all the ſenſes, as well Internal as Extermall, placed in the head, and 
that for good cauſe; for fithence that the faculty Invelligent,underſtandeth 
not in any other ſort than by inſped#ion of Imagination and Imaginary ſha 
which are-ingendered of Exterwall formes, and are by the outward ſenſes 
conveyed to the Phartaſie or Image conveyed in the mind. Moſt wiſely 
therefore hath God there placed the ſeate and wildome of all the ſenſes, 
where the miad hath her being, that ſo ſhe need not go far to ſeek thoſe 
Imaginary formes whereof ſhe is to conſtder,to underſtand and difpoſe of 
according to Order. | 

Therefore io as much as the ſenſes are become ſerviceable tothe mind, 
there the ſcate or reſidence of the ſenſes is moſt fitty placed where the 
mind doth exerciſe her offices and operations. 

From the ſame head do proceed all the werves and ſnewes wherewith 
each bone and members, as alſo the univerſal! body is conjoyned and faſte- 
ned together,and conſolidated, and alſo receiveth inoreafe and being. In 
the

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the head.is placed the principal! part of manly forme, the vi/age, whereby 
he differeth from all other 4»3eals 3 and doth far ſurpaſſe them in fa. 
vour and comlineſſe ; whereof .the Poet rightly wrote in theſe words,

Foraſmuch as God would that the faculties both intelligent and ſentinerts 
ſhould-predominatein the head; therefore did: he forme' and accommy- 

: date therein,inſtruments well fitting for either uſe: Of theſe inftraments 
there-are onely two ſorts, whereof the firſt containeth the inſtruments of 
the inferior ſenſer, and the other of the oztward. 

The Infirumtnts ſerving for the uſe of the externall ſenſes (whereof there 
is uſe in Armory) are not many,therefore will I handle them as T ſhall find 
uſeof them in Coat-arwour, the reſt I will onely name, and ſo paſſe them 9 
over as impertinent to my purpoſe. Theſe inſtruments of the Externall 

ſenſes are in number five, that is to ſay, the eyes, woſtrils, eares, mouth, with 

the roofe and palate thereof, and the tongue, Of theſel find onely the ejes 
borne in Coat-armour; therefore of them onely will I treat ſome thing in 
their due place, as thoſe that are beſt known to uſe.

Ancieatly the cutting off of herds and feet was uſed-for a military pu- 
niſhmenr,for ſuch as had committed ſome capitall crime meriting death. 
So we read that Aufidixs Caſſews by a new and un-experimented example 
did puniſh divers fugitive Souldiers, that had abandoned their Captain, 
by cutting off their bands and feet, affirming that ſiich puniſhment was 
more exemplary and diſciplinable than the putting of them to death : by 
how much a long and lingering reproachfall life, is worſe than death it 
ſelf, that giveth a ſpeedy end to all lamentable and wretched calamities:

This fort of Crown was deviſed to repreſent 
a two-fold dignity united in one, v2. $acrificell and 
Imperiall (in which reſpect I have given it this xew- 
coyned form of blazon : ) for in ancient times, Empe- 
rours and Kings were allo Prieſts, Tania eſt Sacerdotalis 
dignitas, &rc. (faith Chiſſa.) ſo great is the Prieſtly 
dignity, that in the glorious times of the Romans, no 
man might be Fmperour of King, but he was to be alſo a Prieſt; and thence 
are they tiled 10 Coines, Imperatores, & Portifices M1ximiz whence we may 
ſee that the originall was meerly Heartheniſh of the Popes uſurpation of that 
title, Pontifex Maximus; ſurely he could find in his heart allo to ſtile him- 
ſelf Imperator Maximus ; for that high command he challengeth over all 
Emperonrs and Kings. And though this be now the Enſ#gne of the Empire, 
yet it is rather ia poſſeſſion of the u/urping Papacy. 

The Freld is Mars, A Crown Imperiall, Sol. This 
is called an Imperzall Crown, in regard of the Impiriall 
Juriſdiftion and Prerogatives, that an abſolute King (to 
whom ſuch a Crown is duc) hath within his King- 
dome. The high rifng of the Diad:-m, doth ſignifie 
the greatreſſe and perfiGFion of ſuch a King, from whom 
there 1s no eppel/atien, foraſmuch as he acknowledgeth 
no earthly Swperiour, in any thing pertaining to his Koz- 
_ ell Juriſdiffion, neither oweth he duty, but onely to 
the King of all Kings; of whom he holdeth by an

The cauſe that moved the Zgyptians to inſert a Crown among(t their ſa- 
cred or Hierogliphicall letters, may not impertinently be expreſl:d in this 
place, where we are to handle their divers forms according to the ſeverall 
dignities and eſtates, to whom they do appertain ; for as Gameiters make 
but cold ſport when there 15 no mony at ſtake ; ſo kwowledge doth often- 
times faint, if it be not ſeafoned with the Salt of reaſon. In this Hierog/r= 
pbick we may obſerve the foure cauſes of the Law : Theeſficiext cauſe is 
underſtood by the head of the King that is adorned with this Crowe. The 

finall cauſe is conceived by the F lowers, or by the profitableuſe of fruit : 

which how great the ſame in (likely-hood) will be, may be conjecture d 
by the flowers. The m4teriall cauſe may be gathered by the comtext or mter- 
laced form, and workmanſhip of the Crown, which carryeth a reſem- 
blance of the people or Subjects. Finally, by the Orbicular form of the 
Crows is underſtood Juſtzce, and amongſt Mathematicians the Sphericall 
form is reckoned the perfeCteſt and moſt noble, Farneſ. 3. 65.

of the eminency ofa Difatorſhip. We may ealfily perceive by this, that J«- 
lizs EeJar (that time he was Di#ator) did affect to aſpire to the dignity 
ofa King z for which caule he was {lain, foraſmuch as the Citizens could 
potendure that he ſhould exerciſe Royall authority over them : but well 
could they ſuffer him to uſe the power of a Di&ator as a juriſdiction of 
leſfe eſteem.

So that it 18 a thing meerly repugnant to the naturall Keyall JuriſdiGion, 
that two perſons at one time ſhould exerciſe Kingly Anihority.

Clarexceaux ; and the before mentioned judicious Linguilt Aſter Selden, 
with others, and for the hidden myſteries which ſeem to lurk under his

rence of a Mullet tor a third Brother. Though this Garter be dimidiated 
or ſevered into two halves, yet doth the moſt permanent part thereof re- 
main, which is that Buckied and Nowed part of the ſame, which deraineth 
and reſtraineth the Garter being entire, or howſoever dimidiated from 
diſſolution, inaſmuch as the Buckle and interlacing thereof, and of the 
pendant, are the chief ſtay and. faſtening thereof, whether the ſame be

It was an ancient cuſtom amongſt the 7/7aelites (in transferring of poſ- 
ſeſſions) for him that departed therewith to pluck off his $hove,and to de- 
liver the ſame to his neighbour, as now itis with us, to. paſſe /ivery and 
$eizin of Inheritance by the delivery of a Tzxrffe, and Sprigs taken off the 
ground, and delivering the ſame to the purchaſer: As appeareth in the 
book of Ruth, where it is ſaid, Now this was the manner before time in Iſrael 
concerning redeeming and changing, for to ſtabliſh all things ; A man did pluck, 
off his Shooe and gave it to his neighbour, and this was a ſure witmeſſe. By 
which Ceremony he publickly acknowledged that he had transferred, 
and put over his whole right unto the purchaſor, Kh, 4. 7,8, g. 

But in after ages, it ſeemeth the Jewes paſſed inheritances by Charters, 
ſealed and teſtified by witneſſes (a cuſtom of uſe with us at this day at 
the Common Law) as appeareth in the Prophefie of Jerewiah ; Aden ſhalt 
buy fields for ſilver, and make writings and ſeal them, and take witneſſes in the 
Land of Benjamin, and round about Jeruſalem, Oc. 3 2. 44. And again, Jer, 
32. 25. And thou haſt ſaid nnto me, 0 Lord God, buy unto thee a field for ſolver, 
and take witneſſes. And I bought the field of Hananeel my Uncles (on, that was 
Ie Anathoth, and weighed kim the mony ; even ſeventeen Sheckles of ſilver ; and 
1 ſubſcribed the Evidence, and ſealed it, and took witneſſes, and weighed him 
the mony in the balances, &#c. | 

Now fithence, I am caſually fallen upon this argument of ſealing of 
Deeds, T hold it not amille, to give ſome little touch (by the way) of the 
firſt coming in of this cuſtom of Sealirg (inthis our Nation) which is 
now of ſo frequent uſe amongſt us. 

Firſt, it is to be obſerved, that our Anceſtors the Saxons, hadnot the 
ſame in uſe, for they uſed onely to ſubſcribe their names, commonly ad- 
ding the figne of the Croſſe: And I need not to prove the ſame by thexeſti- 
mony of divers witneſſes, for this cuſtom continued here in E-g/azd, un- 
till the time that this Realm was conquered by William Duke of Norwan- 
dy ; who together with the ſtare of government (a thing of commom cu- 
ſtom with abſolute Comgueronrs did alter the before mentioned cuſtom of 
teſtification of deeds, into ſealing with waxe; wherenpon the Nor mar 
cuſtom of Sealing of deed:,at length, prevailed amongſt us. Infomuch that 
the before mentioned uſe of the Saxons, therein was utterly aboliſhed : 
As witneſſeth Inguiphrs the Abbot of Crowland, ſaying, the Normans do 
change the making of writings, which were wont to be firmed in England with 
Croſſes of gold and otber holy fignes, into printing waxe. And they rejected al- 
ſo the manner of Engliſh writing : This change was not effected all at 
once, but took place by degrees, So that firſt the King onely, and ſome 
few of his nobility beſides, uſed to Seal; Afterwards Noble men for the moſt 

art and none others. | 

At this time alſo as Joh. Rofſ. noteth, they uſed to grave in their Seals 
_ their own PidFures, and counterfeits covered with a Jong Coat over their 
Armour). 

After this Gentlemen of the better ſort took up this faſhion : And be- 
cauſe

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cauſe they were not all Warriours, they made ſeales ingraven with their 
ſeverall C»ats or Shields of Armes for difference ſake, as the ſame Author 
reporteth. 

At length,about the time of King Edward the third, Seales became very 
common :; ſo asnot onely thoſe that beare Arzees uſed to Seal, but other 
men alſo faſhioned to themſelves Signets of their owne deviſing :Some ta- 
king the letters of their owne names, ſome Flowers, ſome Knots, and flou- 
riſhes, and other Beaſts and Birds, or ſome other things, as now webehold 
dayly in uſe.

There now remaine ſuch 4:tific3als as are in ule a« 
mong(t men of A4i/itary Profeſſron, with which we will ſhut up this whole 
SeFion of things Artifi-iall. By things Militafy, T underſtand all ſuch as 
doe pertaine tothe uſe and exerciſe of AMartiall Diſcipline and Service : 
whereof ſome doe ſerve for Order, ſome for Execution of Order, Of 
the firſt kinde are thoſe things which are for direftion in AMarchings, 
Encampings, Ariſengs, Aſoawlts, Retraits, ©c.and ſuch are the Banner-Royall, 
the Stauwdird, Guidon, Penon, Cornet, &c. For albeit it be true, that Leges 
filent inter Ara, Lawes cannot be heard amongſt claſhing of Weapons; 
yet without certaine Lawes of Diſcipline and Order, it is impoſlible for any 
Martial! Attzmpt to be ſucceſleful). And therefore this is reckoned as Hin- 
=ibals higheſt glory, that being Captaine of aa Armie confilſting of men of 
ſo ſundry Nat:ons and Conditions, he not withſtanding kept them all under 
quiet Diſcip!ine ; the want whereof hath commonly been the cauſe, when 
any great deſigae hath proved unproſperous.

And 
Ceſar was in this kind ſo fortunate, that he fought fifty pitched Fields 
with honour; wherein he alone ſurpaſſed the valourous Marius Marcellus, 
who is ſayd to have been forty times ſave one in the Field, And requiſite 
is it in matters of ſo high nature, as are decided by wars, an exquſitecare 
both in 4irc@ing and obeying, ſhould be obſerved, becauſe it hath often 
happened,that theneglect or miſtaking of ſome one ſmall circumſtance hath 
borne the overthrow of whole Armies, and all the States thereon depen-

command,and to give direction, and never to hazard their perſons in 
battell. But if he muſt necds put his perſon upon the jeopardy of the nn- 
certain and dangerous events of a Battell, it behoveth that he deferre 

the 
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the ſame to the Jaſt conflit ; for that upon afety of his perſon, de- 
pendeth the hopgull good ſuccelle of the batell , and the ſafety of the 
whole Army. 

Befides ſo long as the Chief Commander is in life and ſafety ; albeit he be 
foyled and diſcomfited: yet may he repaire his forces, and ſubdue him 
by whom he was foyled: but bis perſon being either {laine or ſurpriſed, 


there is no hope of recovery. 


Upon the firſt Diſplay of the Banmer of a King or Prince,or of their gene- price or. FA 
rall or chiefe Commander 5 it bzhoveth that ſome diſcreet and ancient nerall in time 


Counſellor ſhould make knowne publikely the cauſe why thoſe warres * Battel. 


were undertaken, to the intent the ſame may be knowne to be grounded 
upon lawfull cauſe z and that the King or Prince doth not raſhly attempt 
the ſame, but that he doth it in a lawfull quacrell aad upon juſt cauſe. 

W hich done, then ſhould he command the chief Herald to unrole and 
Diſplay the ſaid Benzer,and deliver jt to him that is appointed to bear the 
fame(who before he take the ſame,mult receive the order of Knight-bood, 
if he be not before K»ighted)with.a ſtraight chaige and command to hold 
the ſame faſt, and to maintain the honour thereot,even with the extream 
hazard of his life; and thereupon to advance the ſame in the Name of 
God, the ſole Author and giver of all victofy. 

Like as the lawes of Czvil Magiſtracy and government were ordained 
by God, ſfoalſo were wilitary Lawes and ordinances grounded upon his 
expreſs commandement uttered by the mouth of the Prophets and Prieſts, 
As you may ſee particularly, for the exhortation of Prieſts, Dent. 20. 1, 2. 
and of other officers, Det. 20. 5. and Jud. 7..3. belides, military lawes for 
Fight, Num. 21. 21. that the conditions of peace mult be offered, Det. 20. 
II, 12, &c. for ſpoyle, 20. 19. and the diviſion thereof, i Sam. 30. 26, &c. 
1 Chron. 26. 27. Joſh. 22.8. 2 Chron. 28. 15. for Vidory ;, thatit is the du- 
ty of Captains and their Armies (after victory obtained) to aſcribe the 
whole glory thereof to God, and with one heart and one voice to magni- 
fie his moſt glorious Majeſty by the example of Judas Maccabens. Thus they 
went home and ſung P/alms, and prayſed the Lord in Heaven, for heis gracious, 
ann his mercy endureth for ever, 1 Maccab. 4. 2 x 

The skilfull nog of military affaires is a kind of Art 3 neither doth 
the publick profeſſion of the name of a Souldier, nor yet his lofty coun- 
tenance or change of habit forthwith make a man a Souldier, it is a mat- 
ter of greater conſequence, and of no leſle ſecrecy; for a Souldier is to 
be confident in that he undertaketh, and to wage battell with an aſſured 
hope of victory, and to retire himſelf and. his forces (if the neceſlity of the 
cauſe ſo require) without ſear of reproach or danger. For as the common 
proverb ſaith, A more valorous man is be that wiſely flietb,than he that fooliſh- 
ly expoſeth himſelf to adventure and hazard, Periti enim belatoris eff mon mi- 
was ſcire ſugiend? artew, quam pugnandi ; tor it is a matter of no great diffi- 
culty to djxaw. men on to fight, but if the Captain in his provideace 
whilſt they be in ation, ſhall diſcover ſome unexpeRted diſadvantage or 
damage that may befall him and his band, and ean wiſcly retire himſelf 
with honour and with ſafety of his ſouldiers, he ſhewetb himſelf both 
valorous in his encounter, and wile in his retreat, ft 

The greateſt victories have not been gotten by handy- ſtrokes al wayes, 
but many times for ſafegard of the effuſion of blood,either the one part,or 
the other deviſed ſome witty unexpetted ſuddain policy or Sirefagees, »

Neither is every flight invention fit to be put in prattice, but fach onely 
as have foreſight and circumſpettion aunexed to them. He muſt be Argys 
that is a Generall or chief Commander, he muſt be eyed, behind, before, in 
his head, in his fee! 5 and then thall all things be eaſily diſpoſed according 
ro Order, andtake good cffe&, when orderly diſtribucton, and provt- 
dence, and premediration, bave made way thereto, 

le is not the length of a mans ages 'or the number of yeares, that yeeld- 
eth the 4rt or 8k: of managing Military affaires, but acontiouall medi- 
tation, how he may encounter all occurrents and put them in exerciſe 
and praQtiſe: forif a man recelve never fo many ſtipends, yet is the un- 
exerciſed man (till but a freſowarer Souldier not withſtanding. 

There were informer Ages two forts of diſmiſſion , or diſcharge from 
military ſervice, the one named ignominzoſa,that is to fay ppprobrioxs or in- 
famous; as whena Souldier for ſome notorious crime was diſcharged 
from his ſervice, and difgracefully put out of pay and place, as for ftoth- 
fullnefle, cowardize, forlaking of his Captaize or ſuch like, then he was by 
the Tribune diſmiſſed of his place, and branded with the marke of infamy 
and reproach, if he were {o by the Tr:buxe difcharged, and deprived of is 
AMt:'(it:ry ornaments, | 

The other was called Cauſurie miſſro, as much to ſay as an occaſiopall 
diſmifſion or diſcharge, grounded upon good and lawfull cofiderations : 
as when regard of debility, by reaſon of Age or Sicknefſ-, Wounds or 
other infirmitics poſſeſſing a man ; he was licenced to depart to his home, 
and thoſe that were thus diltmifſed, did mott commonly dedicate their 
Shielts, Swords and #rmonr, Laribus ſuis, to their howſhold-Gods,as the bea- 
then termed them, by hanging them _ pon the Walls in ſome chief or 
ſpeciall pfaceor roome of their houfe, for a memoniall of their ſervice per- 
formed 1n defence of their friends and Country. 

Martial) men are evermore1n perill and hazard of life,in regard of their 
light, efteeme of the manifold varietyes, cafualties and dangerous events 
of Warres, wherennto they do'evermore expoſe themſelves ; for fortune

thundereth.not hex perits more abundantly upon any fort of men, than 
upon thofe rbar ſethey atnaught, ſuch are high ſpirited and valourous 
men. And' not wichour cauſe, for as others do labour to' ſhelter them- 
ſclves from danger, and do ſhunne the violence thereof; theſe contrari- 
wiſe, do tay open themſelves to-rheutmoſt hazard that may befall them. 
Citſeo mind the forpafſed ages, and examine them to. thEpoint, and 
you: hall find that the valiacteft men ( for the maſt part } have beene 
ſ;alowed.up with a violent death. Vittory doth oftentimes make men 
ſwe!l with pride, and'to infultover others, and provoke them ta their 
own deſtruction, .as we may fee 2 Kings 14. 8. Where Amaziab (um- 
moned the fon of, Jthoohaz King of 1/reel to ſingle combare, ſaying, 
Come let us look owe another in the face. Who anfwered him, Becanſe thru haſt 


ſmitten Edom,and thine beart hath lifted thee up: glory of this and tarrie at bome: 


for 
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for why ſbou!d: ſt. thon needle to thy burt, that thox ſhould:ſt fall, even thow and 
Tudah with thee ? 
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Somemen areof opinion, that ſuch as are vanquiſhed in Battell, ought Juſtnefſe of 
not to be captivared to fuch as had ſubdued them, unleſs the wars were _ of vio» 


juſt and lawfull, as Doctor Caſe#s hath obſerved,but Borrews holdeth that, * 
albeit the ground or cauſe of the wers that are undertaken be unjuſt; 


yet is it not ſimply unjuſt, that ſuch as are vanquiſhed in battell, ſhould 
be fubjeted under the power of the vanquiſher; £uis legiſſatoris intentio 
eſt ut vrrt 15 vincentis ſic bonoretur: The purpole of the Law- maker was that 
the valour of the vanquither ſhould be ſo rewarded. Beſides, it is no ig- 
nominious thing for 2 man to be ſubdued by a man accounted of valour, 
according to that ſaying, Noz tam nurpe eit vinci,quem contendiſſe glorioſuar; 
It is not reckoned a matrer ſo reproachfall ro be ſabdued, as it is honow- 
rable to have coaped with a magnanimous and valiant man. 

Many men are remunerated for the vertues that are found in them, or 
for the external! rokens of vertue that are obſerved in their outward car- 
riage. Hereupon is that law grounded, Quod capts bello viBoribus ſubſervi- 
art, not for that the Conquerors are alwayes the better men, but in re- 
oard that m them the (1gnes and tokensof vertue and valour, are more 
apparent than in thoſe that are ſubdued. 


[t is a juſt dominion or fuperiority, and agreeable to the order of Na- Law milicary. 


ture, that the more powerfull ſhould predominate over the- weaker ſort. 
And the lawes do feem to approve the fame, Cum velint vitiua capinm in 
bello vitdovi ſereuns firri. 

It isa Law of perpetuity (ſaith Zenopbon) obſerved amongſt men, that 
when a Tow» or City, that held out the 4//aziawts, is ſurpriſed, whatſoever 
is found therein, 1s due to them that took the fame, as well the perſons as 
their whole ſubl{tance, whoſe opinion herein Ariſtotle followeth Polit. 40. 
And 84int Ambroſe, lib. 1. de Patriarch, writeth, that the of the King 
of Sodome was in like ſort in the power of 4brehaws that conquered him. 

This cuftom hath been .afo.obſerved, that to aske leave to bury the 
ſlain in the time of open hoſtulity,and whilſt men are in Armesin the field, 
or depart the Field after bartel}, is a kind of yeetding of vidory : for it be- 
ſcemeth not them that wan the Battell to ſeek any thing of the enemy by 

way of intreaty. Like asalſo the unwillingaefle to joyne battell, and 
protraction or delay of batte}] was taken for a yeildiog of victory. 

And now we will begin with examples of bearing ſuch things in Coaf-

ſaid book noteth, ſaying, |

Theſe foreſaid Inſtruments ſerve for direion and order to the eye,and 
by ſhew.To theſe Exſigns thus borne in the Fze/d,in time of batcell,cither 
expectedor acted, we may adde this known Er-fege of premonſtration of 
eminent hoſtile invaſion, which 18 the fired Beacon, which giveth a ſud» 
dain warning of inſtant intended artempt or invaſion of enemies, the no- 
tice whereof giveth occaſion of the firing of the Beacon, whereupon a Gen» 
tleman of good reputation choſe to bear for his 7zepreſe, upon a #vownt a 
Br-icox fired with this Motto annexed, $3c periiſſe juvat 5 meaning to die for 
his Coxatries ſafety was his deſire. The bearing in Ares of three of theſe 
fired Beacons appeareth in-this next example.

The Parthians 
for this purpoſe have great Kettle Drums, hollow 
within, and about them they do hang little Bel: and 
Copper-rings, all which ſounding together do/thake a 
noiſe much like a dead ſound mingled with thebray« 
ing and bellowing of a wi/d beaſt. This Inſtrument as it 
ſerves for dir::os, ſo likewiſe is it of uſe in drow- 
ning the fearfull cries of wounded and dying men, 
leſt that ghaſtly noiſe ſhould daunt the hearts of the So#'4#ers, Z:{ce that 
renowned Captain of the Bohemians, being lick to death, willed his Soxl- 
diers to pluck off his Skin and to make a Drum of it, aſſuring them that 
when theirenemiecs ſhould hear the ſound of it, they would flie before 
their face. 

There is manifold uſes of the Drum, Fife, Trumpet, and other muſicall 
inſtruments uſediin mzrtial! affaires, in as much.as they ſerve not onely 
for the direQion of Companies and Troops, but alſo of the whole Army 
in their marchings, encampings, rifings, aſſaults, retraits, &c. but alſo 
to dead and drown the cryes of the maymed and wounded ; and to ſtir 
up valour and courage in the Souldiers to the fierce encountring and a(- 
faulting of the Enemy : and for theſe ends was the uſe of them ordained 
in wars, to which purpoſe do theſe Inſtruments much availe, Sous enim 
cornum C& Tubarum (in preliis) magnam vim habet ad ſpiritne, & ſanguinene 
evocaudum. For it is nat with men, as it is with beaſts, which can ſtir up 
courage in themſelves, as I have before ſhewed : for men in reſp-@& of fear 
and faint courage, are hardly provoked to fight, therefore had they need 
to be drawn on and provoked thereto:

ſach their famous conquelt-to all poſterities. To this purpole is that 
which Cicero mentioneth, ad Herer. Hic in Macedonia Trophea poſuit, eaque 

ve bellic@ laudis vittorieque omnes gentes Inſignia & monumenta eſe volue= 
runt, And ſos that place of Plizy, 1ib. 37. cap. 2. where he writeth that 
Pompey the great, cauſed an Inſcription of a Trophee to be erected in the Py- 
renean mountains. Wolf. Lazins lib, 9. 898. 

The ancient rewards for victory obtained in the field, borne ia Armes; 
are Garlavds, which the Armoriits call Chaplets, -and in Latine they were 
anciently called Corone militum:and of theſe there then were divers ſorts, 
which were conferred on the vi&our;, and were ſignificant demonſtrati- 
ons of the manner of the victory obtained; for the Anciezt bearers, horſe- 
men, Captains,and Leivetenants, of Cities, Towns, and! Ports, which had 
valorouſly ſuſtained and indured the ſiegeof their enqnies, and were de- 
livered from them, were guerdoned in ancient times with a Garland of 
Graſſe, called in Latine, Corons Gramines ſive obſedionariaz which although 
it were made of graſſe (being the only herb: that can be ſuppoſed to be 
found in a place long beſieged) yet is the ſame Garland Gramime, as (Pliny 
witneſſeth) moſt honourable and noble, and to be citegemed abovytal! o- 
thers 3 Gold, Pearl, Olrve, Lawrell, Palme, Oke and I vie,giving place to come 
mon Graſſe, that royall herb of dignity. —_— 

He allo that could prudently delay his enemy, and preſerve the Army 
committed to his charge from lofſe without giving battell, was wont to 
be rewarded with this kind of Gramine;Garland : fachian one was Fabinxs 
Maximui, Qui corona Graminea donatur fuit ab univerſa Italia ; quandoquidens 
nom pugnando ſed cavendo rem Romanamreſtituiſſet © extrcitumſibi eredituns 
conſervaſſet.

Yet this 
is of many men holden a thing very injurious, for that oftentimes the more 
valorons man by meer caſualty falleth into the hands of the leſs valiant, 
and the moſt worthy is ofren Gergrifed by him that in compariſon is of no 
worthat all, Nevegrtheleſſe the law whereupon this Cuſtom is grounded, 
is equaltand juſt, albeit the eyent thereof falleth out oftentimes very hard- 
ly, as noteth Cars, ſaying, Meltores mm bello vittt quandogue deterioribus parere 
compels v1dentur. For the law-makers did providently ordain for encou- 
ragement of men of action, that the vior ſhall be rewarded on this man- 
ner : For albeitthe faculties and inward indowments of the mind can by 
no.means be. diſcoyered, whereby each man ought to receive remunera- 
tion an{werable to the true meaſure of his worth and valour, yet did they 
prudently provide for the rewarding of them : 1n quibus veſtipia quedam & 
gtta/; expreſſe imagines vere fortitudinis & magnanimitatis apparent. And 
Balthazar Ayala ſaith, 9wod dicunt juſto bells capta fieri capientium , non 
ſolwn in rebus ſed etiam perſonis liberis pure pentium & ctvilt receptum 
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fult, ot maneipta frerent capienttum. If then the perſons of thes 
ſubje&'to this Law, it were an abſurd thing to*thifk thab ark . 
things of the vanquaſhed ſhould be more privitedged then thei gwners that + 
are mfereſſett in them. > 43977 x 5 1 | T_T) i 
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F NOncerning Coat-Armezrs, marſhalled withiri the E/cocheon, whereof Marſhalling 
the props Jew are nianfeſt, we have hitherto intreated :- now of ſuch !*5 maniſett. 

as have their occaſions leſs manifeſt. Thoſe are fach as bein hereditary | 

Coat-Armours are ſo obſcurely marſhalled in one E/cocheon, asthat thereb 

the beholder can yeild no reaſon, or yet conjecturall probability- bf ſuc 

their union, nor may well diſcern them to be diftinCt coats: -So as it often 

falleth out, that they are miſtaken for ſome new coyned coat, rather then 

two coats of diſtin&t Families ; and ſo reckoned to be a Coat too bad to be 

born. And ſuch marſhalling is either one above another, or one upon another. 

Of the firſt ſort may we ws. ej the coat-armour of Brown betore exempli- 

fied; asalfo this next following and their like, 


He beareth; Sable, an Eagle diſþlayed, Or, on a Mynors of 

chief, Azure, bordured, Argent, a cheuron between two Iriago. 
creſſants above, and a Roſe below, Or, by the name 
of Mynors. This form of marſhalling of divers coats, 
doth Upton .approve, in caſe where a man hath large ayprobation 
Poſſeſhions by his mother, and ſmall Patrimony from by wpron. 
his father, then he may bear his mothers Arms wholly 
on the nether part of the Shzeld, and his fathers on a 
Chief, in this manner. And for the better approba- 
| tion hereof, he ſetteth down an exemplary Coat, 
which he b/azoneth after this manner : Portat unum ſipnum caputale te nigro, 
& tres Roſas rubeas in campo aureo, cum uno capite rubeo, & tribus talentis in eo- 
dem. Upon ſome ſuch like conſideration it may ſeem that theſe, be- 
ing formerly the coat-armozrs of two diſtinct Families, were conjoyned as 
in this Eſeicheon appeareth, but now being both thus united, and withall 
inveſted in the blood of the bearer, through cuſtom and tract of time con- 
curring, reckoned but one coat, and born by one name. 

Another form of bearing of diverſe coats (upon like occaſhion) much 
different from this, doth the ſame Author commend ; that is to ſay, the 
bearing of the mothers Arms upon the fathers (by the heir) ina Bend: And 
this doth he reckon to be. the beſt manner of bearing ſuch Arms, ſaying, Themothers 
Optimus cert? modus portand: diverſa arma in uns {cuto habetur in iſtzs bendts, wg on the 
quia babens patrimm/um & ſuo patre dimſſum, & alias certas terras per matrem 
fibi provenientes,quibus quidem terris maternis certa appropriantur arma ab anti- 

uo, ut forte quia iþſa arma materna ſortiuntur nomen progentet ſue ; T unc þſe 
Ta /tvoluerit, poteſt portare Arma rs ſu patris in. {cuto plano & mm talt 
Benda poteſt portare Arma materna. Of this form of bearimg you may ſee 
a demonſtration inthis next Eſcocheon.

| of the ſame. I ſee not, .but a man may as well 
ſay, that the bearing of Arms of the husband or of the wife, one up. 
on.ahother on a Feſſe, were as good and lawful, as upon a Bend, Qua 
fimalium ferulis eſt ratio, But theſe may ſeem rather to be concetted torms, 
then received grounds of Marſballing; otherwiſe their uſe would haye 
been more frequent. But the moſt approved forts of Marſballing with 
us, are thoſe before mentioned, viz. 1mpaling, Quartering, and vearing 
in an Jneſcocheon, 

Not unaptly may theſe Coats be ſaid tro be obſcurely Marſbaled, 
when the occaſion thereof cannot be either certainly diſcerned, or yet 
probably conjeEtured, neither can it be with reaſon conceived, whe- 
ther the Superiour be born for the Fathers Coat, or for the Mothers, 
And thus much ſhall ſuffice concerning Coat-Armours Marſballed within 
the E/cocheon, | a <% 
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| N the former Chapters hath been treated of fuch Cont- Armdatt -asate 
marſhalled within the E/cocheon; In order it now ſazceedethto ſpeak 
of Marſhalling without the E/cecheon. Shs 

Theſe are certain Ornaments externally annexed to the Coat-Armour of 
aty Gentleman, by reaſon of his advancement to ſome Honoar, or place of 
eminency by the gracious favour of the Soverargn, as an Honourable addi- 
tion to his generous birth. Of theſe there are diyers particulars, which 
being conjoyned and annexed to a Coat-Armour do conſtitute an At- 
chieoment. ; 

An Atchieoment, acccording to Leigh, is the Arms of every Gentleman, 
well Marſhalled with the ſupporters, Helmet, Wreath,and Creſts with Mantles 
and Words, which of Heralds is properly called in Blazon, Heawme and 


\ Timbre. The French word Heulme,which we call in Engliſh an Helmet,leem- 


eth to have given derivation to that word Heawme. And the word Trimmer, 
ro our Timbre, for that in the Alma tongue, is the ſame that we in Latrne 
call Apex, or Summitas aruminata, and betokeneth the Creſt, that is uſually 
born upon the Helmet. For ſo doth XKt{:anus Dufflene expound it, calling 
it, T:mbe off Timber van Den Helme, which is as much to ſay, as Grifta 
galee, Conus galee, Summus Apex, 

Note, that the generall words uſed by Legh, in his ſaid deſcription of 
an Atchieoment, muſt be reſtrained onely to thoſe particular perſons to 
whom ſupporters (either by Law, or by C:fome) are properly due : for that 
none under the degree of a knight banneret,may bear his arms ſupported, 


And in ſome Countries (as by name in Burgundy, ſaith Chaſſaneus) it is not 
permitted 
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permitted to perſons inferiour tothe degree of a Kzght, to Tymber their chaſ. conch” 
Arms, that is to ſay,. to adorn them with Helmet, Mantle, Creſt, &c, as 4% pain. 
Chaſſaneus noteth, ſaying; ' Null: (icitum ſt, nec ſolet quis 'Tymbrare Arma 

ſua, mfr fit ſaltem Eques militarts, Vulgo Chevalier; : But with us the cuſtom 

is otherwiſe; for in bearing of Arms each patticular Country hath ſome, 

thing peculiar to it ſelf, and hath her proper cuſtoms which haye the vi- | 
gour of a Law, Quia conſuetudo, ubi Lex ſcripta. non eſt, valet quantum Lex Juſt. Inſtir, 
ubi ſcripta eſt. Therefore herein the cuſtom of each Country is to be re- *": 
{pected : . Speczalts enim conſuctudo vincit legem in eo loco ubi ct conſuetudo,num- 

modo poſt legem fuerit indutta,altas vincitur lege ſuperveniente,But it may ſeem 

that ſuch bearing is rather tolerated through cuſtom, then allowed in the 

ftrict conſtruction of the Law of Arms. 

Now, that the things ſo externally annexed to Coat-Armoury and alſo o.g & «c. 
the order of their placmg may the betrer be conceived, 1 will handle each ternall Ouna- 
part by it ſelf, wherein I will enſue, that courſe of Natures method, which "**"s 

anchins ſaith, was by Moſes obſerved in the Hiſtory of the Creation, which 
is, @ principus componentibus ad res compoſitar. The parts compounding are 
thoſe before mentioned; viz. the Helmet, Mantle, Creſt, &c. Of which 2.cr,u- 
ſome have place above the E/cocheon; ſome wnder it ; ſome round about it ; 
ſome on each ſide of it. | 

Of the firſt ſort,are the Helmet, Mantle, E/croule, Wreath, Crown,Cap,8&c. 
and for as much as with us, the Nob/es are divided into Nobzles majores, as þ agate rit, 
Dukes, Marqueſſes, Earles, Viſcounts,Barons and Bannerets : and into Nobites . my 
minores, as Kmghts, Eſquires, and ordinary Gentlemen: and that to theſe par- 
ticular degrees, there are allotted ſundry forms of Helmets, whereby their 
ſeverall ſtates are diſcerned: I will exemplitie their d:vers faſhions, be- 
ginning with the /rferiour //0:7, (tor thatis the progreſs proper to degrees 


or ſteps) and ſo aſcend to the higheſt ; as in example. 


This torm of Helmet, placed /idelong,and cloſe, doth” p(gquire, o» 
Ger. Leiph attribute to the dignity of a + nzght, but in Gentlemans 
mine nnderſtanding, it fitteth better the calling of an ——_— 
Eſquire, whom we do call in Latine, Scutifer, and ho- 
mo ad arma. Of theſe, each Xnght, (in time paſt) had 
two to attend him in the I/ars, whilborer he canbdes. in 
went, who bare his Helmet and Shreld before him; for © 
as much as they did hold certain Lands of him in 
Scutage, as the Knight did hold of the King by M:- 
tary ſervice, And they were called, Scutiferi (ſaith the Learned Clarenceux) 
a Scuto ferendo 5 ut olim jcutarii Romanis ditti, qui vel @ Clypers gentilitits,quos 
mnobilitatis Injigma geſtabant, vel quia Principubus 5 Maporibus lis Nobilibus 
ad Armis erant, nomen traxerunt, 

This kind of ſervice is exceeding anctent, as we may ſee of Abimelech, 
of whom it is ſaid, Quare inclamans celeriter puerum Armigerum edixit ci 5 
ſtringe pladium tuum, & morti trade me, ne aicant de me, multer interfecit me, 
Alfo, 1 Sam. 17. 7. it is ſaid, Et qui ſcutum ferebat,antecedebat eum: And a , $a 11. 
little after, Verſe 41. Viro allo, qut ferebat ſcutum precedente eo, Sithence 
then the Office of theſe E/quires or Pages, as ſome do name them, was to PIE. 
precede their Commander upon whom they attended, bearing thoſe his Tt. 
Military Habiliments, it fitteth well the reſpective care that they ought to 
have for the execution of his directions, oftentimes with a regardfull Z ye 
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and attentive Ear, to obſerve and liſten what he will preſcribe them : and 


therefore the Hetmet, born thus'-/ifelong , (if. Lerre not in my under. 
ſtanding) doth denote nnto us, Attention and Obedience, and therefore 
e is properly attributed to the Dignity of a Knight, to whom (among thoſe 
that we call Nobi/es minores) it appertaineth in Marrral affairs, to gre, and 
not attend directions. 


This form- of Helmet (in my conceit) doth beſt 
quadrate with the dignity of a Azzght, though Leigh 
improperly uſeth the ſame; the /ame, (I ſay) inre- 
gard of the dirett ſtanding thereot, bur diverle in this, 
that the Bever of that is cloſe, and this open; For he 
aſſtigneth this to the degree of an E/quere : wherein 
I altogether difſent, as well for that: the full-faced 
Helmet doth fignifie drrett:on or command, like as the 
former preſenteth attentzonand obedzence, as alſo for 
that it is a greater honour to bear the Beaver open 
then c/oſe; the c/o/e bearing ſignifying a buckling on of it,as a preparation to 
the batrell, and the open Beaver betokeneth areturn from batrel with glory 
of Vittory. So faid Ahab King of 1/rael to the meflenger that he ſent to 
Benhadad, King of Syria; Tell him, Let not him that girdeth his harneſs boaſt 
himſelf, as he that putteth it off: which Tremellzus thus interpreteth ;. Que mn- 
dut arma pupnaturus, ne ita plortator ac fi vittoria parta illa _ ; thatis, 
according tothe vulgar ſaying, We muſt not triumph betore the victory. 
And for a further proof, that this form is more agreeable to the dignity 
of a Kn'ght then the former ; you muſt obſerve, that if among Nobiles ma- 


Jores, or their Superiours (having Soveraron juriſaittion) it be reckoneda 


chiet token of honour to bear their peculiar Helmets full-faced and open ; 
then doubtleſs, amongſt Nob:les'minores, tit is no leſs honour for Kmpbts 
(who amonglt them have a kind of ſaperzority) to bear their Helmets I 
the ſame manner : 1/ud enim eſt melrus, quod optimo eſt propinquius ; & in eo- 
dem caſu idem Jus ſtarurndum eff. 

This faſhion of ſidelono Helmet, and open faced, with 
gardeviſure over the ſipbt, is common t6all perſons 
of Nob:lity under the degree of a Duke, whereof a 
Baron (faith Leigh) is the loweſt, that may bear the 
ſame on this manner. And of theſe each one js ſub- 
ordinate unto other, as well in Juri/aion, as in rank 
of Nobility ; as Chaſſaneus noteth, ſaying, S$1cut Rex de- 
bet habere ſub ſe decem Duces,ita Dux tobe habere decem 
Comites, ſeu Marchiones 5 & Comes ſeu Marchio decem 
Barones, 63 Baro decem Feudatores, And for theſe re- 


ſpecs, if I be not deceived, do they all bear their Helmets fidelong, tor 
that each of them attendeth the 4ire#/ons of the other, to whoſe Juri/dtti- 
on they are ſubjected. 


The word Gardeviſure, corruptly imprinted Gardernſure,is a Frenchterm, 


deviſed. for the more apert expreſſing of the uſe thereof, for as much as 
they do ſerve for the ſafegard and defence of the face ; for ſo may we 
lawfully invent words, in caſe we want apt terms to expreſs the nature and 
uſe of things, as Lips well noteth, ſaying, Datur venia novitatt verborum 


rerum ob[tiritatibus mſervient!, 


Moreover, there arc more things in the world, then there are names for 
them; 
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them ; according to the ſaying of the Philoſopher, Nomms ſunt finits, res 
autem infinte, ideo unum nomen plura ſipnificat 5 which faying is by a certain, 
(or rather uncertain) Author approved. AMmltis fhecrebus non ſunt nomina : 
Hdcrrco neceſſartum eſt nomma fingere, ſi nulſum ante erit nomen impoſitum. 


This kind of Helmet is proper to perſons exerciſing WE 

| prey is Helmet 
Soveraign power over their ſubjetts, and inferiours, AS is for Sove- 
Emperours, Monarchs, Kings, Prences, and Dukes, and raigns and 
ſuch as do by anabſolute Jariſdiftion, manage the RG 
Government of free States or Countries. And a Duke 
(according to Legh) is the loweſt that may bear his 
Helmet on this alhion. As the firſt and third ſort of 
Helmets before expreſſed do fignifie attention and ob- 
ſervance (tor the reaſons formerly delivered )in their 

leverall degrees: ſo contrariwile the ſerond and this 
feurthſortin theirs, do betoken authority, direttiqn, and Command; for ſo 

do all Soverazgns ; as alſo all Generals, Captains, and Commanders in Marti- 

all affaires,and Mayiſtrates and Governours in the managing of civil Govern- 
ment, in preſcribing of Orders and Diretttons to the multitude, uſe a ſtead 

and ſet countenance, fixing their Eyes directly on thoſe to whom they n 
drefle their Counſels or Commands ; and ſuch a geſture beſeemeth men of 
ſach place, for that it repreſenteth a kinde of Majeſtic. This property is 
obſerved to be naturally in the Frog, whereof Spen/er the Poet making 1 cm, i 
mention,termeth it,” The Lording of Frogs,becauſe intheir ſitting, they hold kis Eglogues, 
their heads ſteady; looking direly in a kinde of gravity of State, with- 
out any motion at all, 

Now, the bearing of the Helmet in Atchievement, is ſometimes ſmple, Atchierments 
ſometimes manifo/d, It is ſaid to be born ſingle, when the Atchieoment >orn hinghe. | 
is adorned with one onely Helmet, as in thoſe hercafter enſuing ſhall 
be ſeen. 

I call that a manifold bearing, when for the garniſhing and ſetting forth A—_— 
of an Atchievument, two Helmets or more are placed upon the $ hield or E/- Dn ETEY 
cocheon, becauſe ſometimes for beautifying the Atchievment of ſome 
great Perſonage of Noble birth, or Eminent place, three Helmets are placed 
zoyntly upon the Sh:eld, 

Touching the manner of placing diverſe Helmets upon one Shield, ear es 
theſe Rules following are to be obſerved ; vi. If you will place two for Helmet on 
the reſpþeAs aforeſaid, then muſt they be ſo ſet, as the Beaver of the one one Shield. 
may be oppoſite to the other, as if they were worn by two perſons aſpe- 
ing, or beholding each other. But it you place three helmets for any of Rule, 
theſe reſpeCts above remembered, then muſt you place the middle ftand- 
ing directly forwards, and the other two upon the ſides, after afidelong man- 
ner, with their Beavers turned toward the middlemoſt, in repreſentation of 
two perſons alpeCting the t/hnrd, 

he next in order of theſe Exteriozr parts of an Atchievment; is the Mantle. 
Mantle, ſo named of the French word Manteas, which with us is taken for 
a long Robe. This was a Military habit uſed in ancient time of great Com- 
manders in the Field, as well to manifeſt their high place, as alſo (being caft 
over their Armour) to repell the extremity of wet, cold and heat, .and 
withall co preſerve their Armozr from ruſt, ſo to continue thereby the glit- 
tering luſtre thereof, 
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- Of this kind of habit the famous, Sir Geffery Chaucer maketh mention in 
the Knights Tale ; where treating of the adventures of Palemonand Arcite 
for the love of Emely the Dukes daughter of Athens, he'deſcribeth the habits 
and ornaments of the Kings that accompanied them to the lifts of the Com- 
bate; where of Demetrius King of Inaza, he ſaith, that he 


Came riding like the God of Arms Mars, 
H1s Coat- Armour was of cloth of Thrace, 
Couch'd with Pearl white round and great, 
His Saddlewvas of burmſht gold newly beat. 
A Mantle on his ſhoulders hanging, 


Beat full of Rubies red as fire ſparkling. 


Where I colle&, that this Mantle here mentioned; was worn for the 
urpoſes formerly ſpoken, and that in the hanging thereof from the 
ac of Demetrius it did caſt it ſelf into many plaits (as naturally all 
garments of large fize do) which form of plaiting in the Art of Parntrng, is 
termed Drapery. Wolfang.Lazzus, ro—_ of this kind of habzt, calleth the 
ſame Chlamys mantuelis, {aying, Chlamys mantuelis recenſetur itidem a Tribellio 
nter dona militaria a Galteno Claudio, qui poſt fuit Anguſtus, data. Zanchius 
ait, De noſtris Parthicis paria tria, ſingilones Dalmatenſes decem, Chlamydem 
Dardaniam Mantuelem unam. "This ſort of habit have ſome Authors called, 
Toga Militaris, and other Lacerna : Ego vero,(ſaith Lazzus) togam mulitarem 
eandem cum Lacerna extitiſſe autumo. As we ſhewed a difference of Helmets 
uſed in the garniſhing of Atchievments of perſons of different eſtate and 
dignity,ſo it may ſcem there hath been in ancient time, a diverſe form of 
Mant ing uſed for the difference betwixt Nebzles majores and mores. For 
e Rojiers, mentioning the Charter of Charles the ſecond, Duke of 
Lorrainto the Abby of Belprey, x 420. he ſaith,concerning the Seal thereof, 
Portat in Tymbre Aquilam cum paludamento Ducali, whereby we may pro- 
bably gather, that Dukes in thoſe days, and in that place, had a different 
form of mantleing,from perſons of inferiour degrees: But in theſe things, 
each Nation, for the moſt part, hath ſome cuſtom peculiar to it ſelf. 

Rodolpþh, Duke of Lorrain, fon of Frederick the third, was the firſt that 
bare his Arms Tymbered, as the ſame Author affirmeth, ſaying, Hic Prin- 
ceps fuit Primus qui portavit Arma cum Galea Tymbrata, ut patet im literis 
ejus & aliorum ducum : But I ſuppole the generahty of theſe words muſt be 
reſtrained to that particular place, For Wolf. Lazius ſeemeth to affirm 
that ſuch a form of bearing had been anciently uſed amongſt the Romanes; 
where he ſaith, Atque hattenus de Chriſtis que in majorum noſtrorum inſignibus 
maps ad Romanum ſrmilitudinem accedere arbitror, fic ea cum pittura noſtra in 
Frontiſþicro operis contwleris. 

Neither hath this hab:t eſcaped Transformation, but hath paſſed through 
the forge of phanatzicall conceit, (as well as thoſe Helmets before handled) 
in ſo much as (beſides the bare name) there remaineth neither ſhape or 

ſhadow of a Mantle : For how can it be imagined that a piece of cloth,or of 
whatſoever other tuff, thatis jagged and frownced, after the manner of 
our now common received Mantleings uſed for the'adoring of Atchiev- 
ments, being impoſed upon the ſhoulders of a man,ſhould ſerve him to any 
of the purpoſes tor which Mantles were ordained ? So that theſe being 


compared with thoſe, may be more fitly termed, flour:bings then mant!imgs.

My/ians, was holden to be admirable ; that he bare upon his helmet a cup;

themin. Many more examples could I give to prove as well the antiquity 
as the generall uſe of crefts ; but holding this to be ſufficient, 1 will now 
proceed to give examples of things that are interpoſed between the mentle 
and the creſt, beginning with thoſe of the inferionr reckoning, and foto 
thoſe of better worth and eſtimation.

And indeed, the Motto 
ſhould exprefſe ſomething intended in the A4tchievemert, though uſe hath 
now received whatſoever fancy of the deviſer - and this Aftto is of uni- 
verſall uſe to all Geztry and Nob1lity, of what rank loever. 

Now as touching the BlaZonimg of theſe Ornaments exteriorly annexed 
to any Coat- Armor, It 1s to be conſidered that we are not tied to that 
{tri& obſervation in them as in the blazoning of things borne within the 
Eſcocheon : for theſe are the Eſſential parts of Coats, and thoſe meerly Ac-

The beginning of Kinglypower was from the firſt\created man, who 
was made an abſohſyte- (but 4xtherly) Sobtraign over all ; and theneceſ(- 
fity of ſuch a Chief, was ſo great even in the eye of Nature, that as there 
are no flocks or heards of beaſts but have one leader of their own kind, 
ſo there is no Nation fo brutiſh or barbarons, but have found the neceſit- 
ty and uſcof having a King over them, to rule them and adminiſter ju- 
ſtice to them, which 1s the prime office of a King : and that ſuch hath al- 
wayes been the office of Kings of this our z/:nd , our own ancient and 
learnedſt Lawyers teſtify : For Rex (ſaith Brafon) non alins debet judica- 
re, ſt ſolus ad 1d ſuſſicere poſſet, &*c. Whence a latter learned Lawyer ga- 
thereth moſttruly, that though the King ſubſtitute other to minitter 
juſtice under him, yet himſelf isnot diſcharged of that authority, when 
himſelf pleaſe (as often as our Kings have done) in perſon to ſit and 
take notice of cauſes ; and likewiſe the Royall Oath at his Corowstion 
runneth, Facier, fieri in omnibus judictis tris £quam & certam juſtitian, 
e&c. And that ſuch was the Kings abſolute Juri/di@3on in this Kingdows 
before the Coxgqueſt allo, the ſame Author ſo copioully proveth, that vs 
ignorance to deny it, and folly to enlarge the proof of it. And yer ſaith 
Fueas Silvins. It is the manner of Kings in writing to uſethe plurall 
number, as Mandan, Volumns, Facimus, Ec, As appeareth, Epiſt. 105. 
where he ſaith, Reges cum ſcribunt, ett dominatum beben nt quicquid placet, 
Legis vigorems habeat , ea tamen moderatione utuntur cum ſcribunt, ut aliquid 
precipientes non ſe ſolos videri velint feciſſe, ſed cum aliorum conſelio. They 
do temper their Soveraign Juri/diGion with ſuch moderation, that it may 
appear they preſcribe and command not without counſell and advice of 
others. | 

Touching the greatneſle of the Kings of this 1/:nd and precedence be- 
fore any other Kings, theſe are two main reaſons: Firſt, that the King 
of this Land Lxucins, was the firſt Chriſtzan King of the world, as alſo Con- 
ftaxtine the firſt Emperour, publickly planting Chriſtzanity, Secondly,for 
that of all K:=gs Chriſtzan the King of Britain is the molſt(and indeed one- 
ly) abſolute Agorarch, he being no way ſubordinate to any Potentate, $pi- 
ritual or Temporall, in cauſes either Eccleſs aſticall or Civill, as other Kings 
are, through their own default. 

Moreover the King of Exgland is both Azointed, as no other King is,but 
onely the French, of Sicilie, and of Jernjalem : and he is alſo crowned, 
which honour the Kings of Spain, Porinugall, Arragon, Navarre, and many 
other Prizes havenot. God grant that as our Country hath been bleſſed 
with prerogatives above all other Kingdoms, and with the blefſtag both 
of all earthly felicities and Heavenly graces, beyond any other, and with 
more puiſlant, victorious, learned, religious Kings than all the people 
whatſoever (as the world ſeeth at this day) ſo we may go beyond all 
Nations 
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Nations in thankfulneſſe to ſo mercifull a God, and in dutifulneſſe toſo 
gracious a Soveraign 3 whoſe Crows let it flouriſh on his Royall head, and on 
his Poſterities till the Heavens leave to inove, and Time be ho more, Amen.
